Agree .Not to Marry Divorced 
Persons Except Under Certain — 
Circumstances and After 
Due Investigation.

The movement started here has the ap- 
proval of every clergyman in the United 
States and is the beginning of a crusade 


the United States. Its ultimate object is to 
force a complete revision of the divorce laws 


and to make a divorce a difficult thing to 
secure and not a legal fiction to be purchased 


for a price by any who find it worth while 
to engage a lawyer. 


Rhode Island to Set Precedent. 

Rhode Island has been chosen for the be- 
ginning of the crusade because its laws are 
typically bad and because the state is small 
enough to permit easy communication and 
effective eodperation among the clergymen 
of all denominations. 

Church, lines are in a measure laid aside in 
this fight, and the ministers are as a unit in 
their attack upon the fourteen grounds set 
up by the state statutes under which divorces 
can be secured. Some of these are so trivial 
as to make the law a parody. The one most 
popular with divorce seekers ‘from other 
states is “‘ failure to provide.” | 

The divorce lawyers of Rhode Island have 
presented “ failure to provide" in so many 
varying aspects with so much success that 
all dener grounds are evaded as disagreeable 
and too difficult to establish. 


“ Pailure to Provide ” Is Broad. 

This slightest sin of omission, and this is 
frequently committed by the most flagrant 
collusion, is construed as “ failuré to pro- 
vide,”” and under this section of the law a 
divorce is granted, and within an hour or 
two the divorced person is remarried. - 
In a recent case the same judge that grant- 
ed the decree performed the marrtage cere- 
mony for the divorced person. 
It is this condition of affairs that the Rhode 
Island clergy are fighting. They are estab- 
lishing a precedent for the entire United 
States, 
Bishop Heads Crusade. 
The head of the crusade is the Rt. Rev. W.

dence. Associated with these leaders are 
209 of the 350 clergymen of the state. Tothe 
209 may be added all the Roman Catholics, 


to the movement, are firmly opposed to 
marrying divorced persons and will not do 
so except in extremely rare cases. 

Of the number signing the agreement sixty- 
three ministers will refuse to marry a person 
of another denomination than their own, 
who, being divorced, could not marry again 
according to the laws of that denomination; 
eighteen agree not to marry a person who 
has been divorced for any cause. In cases 
where divorce has been granted for unfaith- 
fulness 115 ministers declare they will only 


| solemnize the marriage of the innocent party. 


‘Present Laws to Be Fought. 

The ministers will not confine themselves 
to refusing to marry divorced persons. That 
is only half the work they propose to do. 
When they have brought the public to see 
that they will not be parties to any further 
transgressions they will attack the laws 
themselves and seek to have them brought 
to a basis of decency. 

The leaders believe it Js too much to hope 
that divorce laws can be abolished entirely, 


enrichment of unscrupulous lawyers can be 
stopped entirely. | | 
Barter of Divorce Must End. 

It is against the barter and sale of divorces 
they are now waging their warfare and the 
crusade will be taken up all over the country, 

The Rhode Island clergy have been greatly 
encouraged by the words of approval they 
have received from everywhere, and they 
hope for success in the end. 

There is an element in the legal fraternity 
that will be hard to crush out and will not 
relinquish its failure to provide without 
a fight, but the better element of the bench 
and bar is with the clergy and will fight with 
the side of right against the perversion of 
justice to meet sordid demands of those who 
have no regard for the sanctity of anything.

Dr. W. R. Harper Declares Goth- 
am Cannot Understand West. 


TALKS TO NEW YORK ALUMNI 


Dodges Mention of Christmas Gift from } 
John D. Rockefeller. 


New York, Dec. 5.—[Special.]—“ It is im- 
possible for New York to understand the 
west. It is"impossible for the east to under- 
stand Chicago, and it is out of the question 
for New Yorkers to comprehend our univer- 
sity,”’ said William Rainey Harper, president 
of the University of Chicago at the annual 
reunion of alumne and alumni today at the 
Fifth Avenue hotel. 

Loudand prolonged applause from the grad- 
uates of the institution on Lake Michigan 
greeted President Harper’s allusions. to the 
provincialism of thé east. Coeds,” who 
formed nearly half the gatheying, seemed 
even more emphatic than the men in their 
indorsement of the sentiment. 


Says East Is Provincial. 
Encouraged by the applause, Dr. Harper 
continued: 
¢* The east knows nothing of the west. Bos- 
ton is even worse than New York. Why, I 
am told half of the residents of New England 
never half been west of New York state. 
How narrow a provincialism that is! How can 
men coming from institutions in the east have 
any conception of what we are doing in the 
west? Their ignorance and misunderstand- 
ing of matters overcome us, 

“ One of the missions of the University of 
Chicago, therefore, is to send men and women 
to capture and control the east. If we don’t 
do this what will become of it?’ 

The gathering today took the form of a 
luncheon and nearly 100 of the graduates 
were present. John D. Rockefeller, who has 
endowed the university so liberally, did not 
attend, and his son, John D. Rockefeller Jr., 
also was absent. Their failure to be present 
and the diplomatic replies of Dr. Harper when 
asked if another Rockefeller million was ex- | 
pected as a Christmas gift to the university 
led to a general belief that the million will 
not be forthcoming. 


Jokes at Growing Mustache. 
When Dr. Harper began his remarks he 
said: 
“I am glad to recognize so many familiar 
faces. I hope you al} recognize mine.” 
Dr. Harper since his last appearance in 


yet reached the luxuriant stage, and his re- 
mark caused general laughter, 

When the laughter had subsided Dr. Har- 
per told about the improvements at the uni- 
versity. 

“Tt has been rumored,” he said, “ that we 
have purchased the land facing the univer- 
sity grounds and on the opposite side of the 
Midway. I shall not deny it. Maybe we 
thus have acquired_the property which gives 


the Midway for more than a mile. With the 
state caring for the Midway for all time and 
our holding both sides we in a measure be- 
come a great state university. -Our endow- 
ments during the last three years have been 
$3,000,000. There is no truth in the report 
which has been spread widely that our total 
number of students this year has fallen off.”’ 

Dr. Harper alluded briefly to the bitter dis- 
cussion over the question of separating the 
coeds from® the men students. 

“We have something in Chicago that is 
miesing in eastern universities,” said Dr. 
Harper. “We have unity, something that 
we had hoped for and worked for a long 
time. Instead of being made up of 4 com- 
bination of schools, medicine, law, and 
divinity, as is the case with the older uni- 
versities In the east, we have at Chicago

BIG SHIP DRIVEN ON ROCKS: 
CREW OF 20 BELIEVED LOST. 


Vessel Supposed to Be Norwegian Goes 
Ashore Near Cape Rece in Furious 
Storm—No Help for Sailors. E 


st. Johns, N. F., Dec. 5.—A large square 
rigged vessel, believed to be a Norwegian 
craft, struck on Ferryland head, near Cape 
Race, during a furious storm at midnight 
last night, and every soul on board perished. 
From the size of the ship it is believed it

CHICAGO IN ARMS 
AGAINST HOLDUPS 


Uprising of Highwaymen Who 


| Rob and Even Kill Rouses 


Police and Citizens 
to Action. 


MANY CAUSES BLAMED. 


O’Neill Preparing List of Arrests 
Showing Leniency of Jus. 
tices and Judges Toward 

Known Criminals. 


Darker Chicago, which has within the last 
two months risen violently to rob and even 
to slay and has threatened the safety of be- 
lated pedestrians, is to be driven out. The 
army of holdup men, inspired by the deeds 
of a trio of murderous youths, encouraged 
by lenient judges and justices and by lax 
police discipline, and then turned loose to 
molest citizens when the police were with- 
drawn to prevent strike riots, is to be con- 
quered. 

Mayor Harrison, Chief O'Neill, and every 
-policeman in Chicago are uniting their ef- 
forts to check the, outbreak of crime that 
has startled the city. 

Yesterday Chief O'Neill received from 
every police station in Chicago a complete 
list of every arrest made in the last two 
months, a detailed record of every known 
criminal in each district, and a record of the 
number of cases of carrying concealed 
weapons. Appended to these reports were 
the records of the dispositions of the cases 
when they were called and the number of 
known criminals who were freed on tech- 
nicalities or through leniehcy either of the 
police or the judges.

The 
fact that the ordinary citizen has ceased fo 
rely on volice protection from holdup men 
and has determined to protect himself Is 
proved by the fact that the sales of revolvers 
by the big downtown firearms dealers have 
more than doubled since Oct. 1. 

It may appear also that a large percentage

Harris was elected, and 
soon afterwards there were hints of undue 
influence used in attempting to defeat him. 
Finally Thompson made public his story of a 
bribe offered him by Clarke in consideration 
of either voting for Mark or remaining away 
from the election, 
-He rejected the proposition, attended the 
meeting, and voted for Harris. When the, 
bribe story was made public, the board ap- 
pointed a special committee to investigate 
it. Thompson reiterated his charges before 
that committee, which reported to the board 
that it was a matter for grand jury investi- 
gation. As Clarke was not a member of the 
board, and Thompson had rejected the al- 
leged bribe offer, the committee reported that 
it could take no action. 


Thompson Tells of Attempt. 
Thompson declared that a short time be- 
fore the election he was wafted upon at his 
home by Clarke, who told him that the elec- 


son said he favored that candidate. Then 
Clarke is alleged to have referred to Thomp- 
son's supposed need of ready money, and 
to have said:

STOPS EXPECTED CLASH, 


Powers’ Retainers in Possession 
of the Headquarters Ready °. 
to Do Battle. 


A Circuit court injunction was added last 
night to the list of things that stand between 
‘the democrats of Cook county and harmony, 
Robert BE. Burke, refusing to be sacrificed 
in the interest of harmony, obtained « writ 
forbidding President John Powers and 
supporters in the County Democracy from 
holding today the election at which the 
proposed to retire Burke from office. 

“The injunction was issued late last ¢ven- 
ing by Judge Tuthill. 

The defendants named are John Powers, 
the officers of the organization, and the mem- 
bers of the nominating committee selected 
at a meeting held on Noy. 22. In his petition 
Burke alleged that the committee was select} 
ed fllegally. He asserted that the commit- 
tee was chosen by fewer than 10 per cent of 
the legal voters of the club, and that this 
was in violation of the club’s constitution. 


Claims Burke Committee Is Legal. 

At the same place on the same day Burke's 
supporters named a nominating committes; 
it was alleged. This is declared to be the 
legal committee, and the ticket selected by it 
is asserted to be the only legal one. 

The petition further recites attem are 
being made to exclude Burke a other 
members from, the organization's rooms at 
the time of the election, 

When taken before Judge Tuthill the writ 
was signed without delay and deputy sher 
iffs were sent out at once to serve the paper 
on the defendants. 


Clash Unlikely to Occur. 

As a result of the injunction the pitched 
battle that was expected this afterneon be- 
tween the Burke and Powers forces probably 
will not take place. In order to maintain 
their stand against Secretary Burke Presi- 
dent Powers and the executive committees 
early in the day took charge of the clubhouse 
at 145 Randolph street. They changed the 
locks, barricaded the windows, and fortified 
themselves against an unexpected Invasion 
‘of the Burke faction. Only members having 
the Powers countersign were admitted. Pres- 
ident Powers stated that the place would Be 
kept closed until 12 o’clock today, and that 
a band of braves would hold the fort. 

Secretary Burke opened headquarters on 
the thirteenth floor of the Chamber of Com 
merce building and there perfected his plans 
for the conflict. He expressed as 
sanguine that the result would oe dn hig 


favor. 
Objects of the Fight. | 
The principal object of this fight on one 
side is to eliminate Burke and Burke meth* 
ods, not alone from the County Democracy, 
Dut from democratic politics. On the 
other side, it is to save the “ little leader” 
and overthrow the Harrison machine. 
The election, it was admitted, would not ac- 
complish either purpose. Both sides would 
claim the victory. This would mean that two 
sets of officers would be declared elected, 
Whatever the outcome Powers and his fol. 
lowers propose to unite with the Chicage 
Democratic club, the Har ison organiga- 
tion, and proclaim a consolidated, harmonigea 


ment. intends to continue as the “ Cotmty 
Democracy,” and support William R. 
Hearst for the democratic nomination for 
president. 


Denies Powers Paid Rent. 

It was suggested that the Burke people 
could hold heir election elsewhere if they 
were refused the privilege of voting their 
ticket In the regular headquarters. The story 
was sent out that Powers had paid the back 
rent of the premises and then taken posses- 
sion. This was denied by a Burke lieutenant’ 
who said that Burke had paid the rent. 

Burke met with a backset when William 
Prentiss refused to become his candidate 
for president of the organization. Mr. 
Prentiss stated that he had not been Gon- 
sulted and that the Burke faction had no 
authority from him to use his name; aise 
that he was taking no part in the affair with 
either side. His refusal, however, did not de- 
lay matters. The Burke ticket came out 
with Andrew J. Toolen’s name at the head.

state ministers, members of thé diplomatic 
corps,- including United States Ambassador 
McCormick, military officers, and high gov- 
ernment functionaries in full uniform. 
The exposition owes its origin to a sugges- 
tion made by DowagerEmpress Marie. 


Many Countries Represented. 


All the countries of the world were invited 
to participate, and almost all of them ac- 
cepted the invitation. Russia has the largest 
exhibit, and France, Germany, and Austria 
follow in the order named. The exhibit of 
the United States, which is under the direc- 
tion of Commissioner Schadt of Philadelphia, 
is one of the smallest, consisting chiefly of 
photographs of American schoels and school 
children. 

The most interesting features of the ex- 
position are the exhibits relating to hygiene 
and the physical development of children, in- 
cluding the care of new born infants, model 
nurseries, etc., and the section devoted to 
scientific teaching. All the larger exhibits 
show models of schools and playgrounds. 


Incidents of Child Life Shown. 


One section, devoted to child life, includes 
paintings of children by Russian and for-: 
eign artists. Another section illustrates his- 
torical events in the lives of child heroes, the 
discoveries and inventions of children, and 
the ethnographical peculiarities of children 
of different nations. — 

One of the most pleasant incidents of the 
opening of the exposition was the presenta- 
tion by Prof. Braumbaugh of Philadelphia, to 
the dowager empress, of an American chil- 
dren’s text book written by Miss Hall. The 
book was presented on a tray’ bordered by 
small Russian and American flags and bear- 
ing masses of the empress’s favorite flowers. 

Much good is expressed by the man- 
agement towards M. Lodygensky, the Rus- 
sian, consul general in New York, who was 
largely instrumental in securing American 
representation. The exposition will continue 
for two. months. .

SIX CONFESS TO 
‘TAKING BRIBES 


Former Officials of Grand Rap- 
ids Tell of Money Paid in 
Water Frand. 


SENTENCE IS DEFERRED. 


Guilty Men Make Clean Breast of 


Their Parts in Huge Mn- 
nicipal Conspiracy. 


, Grand Rapids, Mich., Deo. 5.—Six ex-city 
officials who had waived examination in po- 
lice court on the charge of attempting bribes 
from ex-City Attorney Lant K. Salsbury 
went into the Superior court today and plead- 
ed guilty. Judge Newnham. deferred sen- 
tence, releasing them under bonds to appear 
whenever ordered by the court. 

Those who pleaded guilty were: Cory P. 
Bissell, ex-member of the board .of public. 
works; John T. Donovan, ex-alderman from 
the.Fifth ward; Clark EB. Slocum, ex-alder- 
man from the Twelfth ward; John McLach- 
lin, ex-alderman from the Twelfth ward; 
Reyner Stonehouse, ex-alderman from the 
Tenth ward; Abraham Ghysels, ex-alderman 
from the Sixth ward. 

Attorney McDonald had asked the judge t 
pass immediate sentence, but the court re- 
fused, explaining that he did not desire to 
pronounce hasty judgment. 


Disqualified for Office. 


In addition to the punishment to be pro- 
nounced by the court, each of those who 
have pleaded guilty to accepting a bribe 
will be forever disqualified from holding a 
public office of trust. This provision is in- 
cluded tn the statute prescribing the punish- 
ment in such cases. 

In the police court today, ex-Ald. Daniel 
E. Lozter of the Bleventh ward waived ex- 
amination. Judge Haggerty held him to 
the next term of the Superior court, which 
will begin Dec. 15. Attorney Carmody a 
peared for ex-Ald. Kinney of the Fourth 
ward and informed Judge Haggerty that 
his client was too fll to go to court. He 
secured a postponement of the examination 
until next Wednesday. 

Ald. Ellen's examination brought out no 
sensational disclosures today and will be 
concluded Dec. 12. Other pending cases con- 
nected with the water scanda! will be taken 
up in the police court on Tuesday. 

In the Ellen examination Attorney Walker 
for the defense attempted to pin Salsbury 
down to exact dates and details of conversa- 
tions, but Salsbury refused to attempt to 
make detailed statements. 

Paid as Little as He Could. 
Salsbury was unable to remember whether 
he gave Ellen $350. He said it might have 
been only $200, “I paid them only enough to 
pacify them. They were a}l jumping on my 
neck for money and I gave them as little as 
possibile.” 
Salsbury sald that since his return to Grand 
Rapids he had talked with Ald. Schriver, 
Donovan, and others In Prosecutor Ward’s 
office, strengthening the impression that 
these men are to be witnesses in the other 
prosecutions. 
One of the respondents who pleaded gullty 
before Judge Newnham states that in the 
judge’s private office all of them made clean 
breasts of their complicity in the scandal, 
some of them involving others.

ADJOURNMENT AS ISSUE. 
View That Congress Cannot Take 


_ Away President’s Right to 
Recess Appointments. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 5.—[Special. ]}—The 
adjournment of thé house today until Mon- 
day noon without having considered any 
resolution to adjourn sine die has brought 
about a serious complication among the offi- 
cers of the army whose confirmation has been 
blocked bythe nomination of Brig. Gen. 
Leonard Wood to be a major general. 

It is not improbable the entire matter will 
have to be referred to the attorney general 
for an opinion, and the army officers who 
were retired with advanced grade asa result 
of Gen. Wood's promotion fear their pay may 
be held up by the controller of the treasury 
until a decision has been reached. 

One way out of the difficulty was suggested 
today, and that is for the president to nomi- 
nate Brig. Gen. William A. Kobbeé for major 
general instead of Gen. Wood and let thé 
other promotions follow. This would clear 
the way for the other officers, ang as Gen. 
Kobbe retires next May, Gen. Wood's nomi- 
nation to succeed to the vacancy created by 
the promotion of Maj. Gen. Chaffee to lieu- 
tenant general next January, vice Gen. 
Young, who then retires, could be made with- 
out injury to those officers whose promotion 
now depends on Gen. Wood’s confirmation. 
Friends of Gen. Wood say, however, that the 
president will not.do this because jit would 
leave him standing alone and thereby remove 
one of the arguments in favor of the confirm- 
ation of Gen. Wood. 

To Submit a New List. 

It was said at the war department this 
afternoon that Secretary Root has had the 
entire list of nominations made out anew 
with the exception of the officers who have 
been confirmed and that the name of Gen. 
Wood, with the other officers, will be sub- 
mitted again to the senate upon the meet- 
ing of the new congress on Monday. The 
nominations, it is explained, will be made as 
of the same date as the recess appointments, 
so that when confirmed ‘they will receive any 
pay that may be withheld from them until 
confirmation. 

The determination to follow this course 
was reached at a conference this afternoon 
between the president and Secretary Root, 
the secretary expressing the opinion that 
the vacancy to which Gen. Wood was ap- 
pointed having occurred during a recess it 
still remains a recess vacancy, and the pres- 
ident can give Gen. Wood another recess 
appointment even after congress meets in 
regular session on Monday. 

’ As for the officers promoted and retired 
during the recess, Secretary Root, it is said, 
thinks they still retain their present places 
until the Senate rejects or fails to pass upon 
their nomination at the new session. Mem- 
bers of congress differ in their viewWs as to 
the effect upon nominations by adjournment 
of the house. ; 

“ Interim ” Argument Advanced. 

The question arose today whether there 
would, be an inférim between the regular 
session ending at noon and the régular ses- 
sion beginning at noon, ‘On the faceofit the 
contention that there is an infinitesimal re- 
cess seems absurd, but the argument is ad- 
vanced by senate officials that constructively 


there is space between the sessions sufficient 


to enable the president to reappoint Gen. 
Wood and others, whose nominations will 
fail. 

This view is held by Senator Lodge, who 


insists that congress cannot take away the 


constitutional right of the président to make 
recess appointments, and if congress fails to 
provide recess by a forma! resolution there is, 
perforce, an interim between the adjourn- 
ment of one session and the beginning of 
another. | 


DEMAND INVESTIGATION OF 
RED CROSS MANAGEMENT. 


Prominent Members Who Were Ex- 
pelled, but Later Asked to Come 
Back, Issue Address to the Public. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 5.—[Special.]—A 
conference was held today by the Washing- 
ton members of the Red Cross society who - 
were expelled last summer from that or- 
ganization for criticising its management, 
and who were recently reinstated and invited 
to a meeting to be held next Tuesday, at 
which it was decided they would take no 
part in the meeting called by Miss Barton, 
and a suggestion was made for an investiga- 
tion of the affairs of the society by congregs. 
The conference was attended by Brig. Gen. 
John M. Wilson, U. 8S. A., retired; Simon 
Wolf, Thomas F. Walsh, Rear Admiral Ram- 
say, U. 8S. N., retired; Rear Admiral Van 
Reypen, U. 8. N., retired; former Secretary 
of State John W. Foster, ex-Secretary Her- 
bert, iss Mabel T. Boardman, Mrs. Anna 
Roosevelt Cowles, sister of the president; 
William H. Michael, chief clerk of the de- 
partment of state, and others, and these, 
with twelve others, have issued a statement 
giving their views on the subject. 

The statement calls attention to the lack 
of confidence in the present management 
of the Red Cross society on the part of the 
American public, as evidenced by the small 
membership and lack of liberal contribu- 
tions to the d Cross, and compares its 
membership of 123 and $1,702 in the treasury 
with the Red Cross organizations of other 
nations.’ It shows, for example, that Japan, 
with a membership of 800,000, has $2,000,- 
000 in its treasury; France, $2,342,737; Aus- 
tria, $2,474,577; Italy, $1,537,222, and Bavaria, 
$221,797. 

This condition of the American society, 
the statement says, is one greatly to be re- 
gretted and one which calls for a searching 
inquiry as to its cause. They suggest that 
steps be taken at the meeting Tuesday to 
have a full and searching inquiry by con- 
gress as to the affairs of the society. In 
declining to attend the meeting the signers 
in their statement assert that their at- 
tendance would be useless, as the manage- 
ment of the meeting would be the same 
which perpetrated the arbitrary methods, 
which marked the proceedings of the last 
meeting.

ent. The showing of strength behind this 


~move was such that it is believed the:court 


will order the bond filed. Judge Kohisaat 
took the matter under advisement until 
morrow morning. 


Argument Before Judge Kohlsaat. 


In the proceedings before Judge Kohisaat, 
Attorneys Jacob Newman and 8. O., Levinson, 
representing Recefvers Blount and Currier, 

“objected to having the petitioners required to 
furnish a bond. 

”“ Samuel Stevenson, as a creditor, has no 
right to ask this court to require an indem- 
hifying bond,” said Attorney Newman. 
“Such a motion should come from the al- 
leged bankrupt.” 

“ My client has such a right,’’ insisted Mr. 
Apmadoc. “ His chances for collecting his 
money are weakened every day that thjs cost- 
ly receivership is continued. Besides, the 
custodians are now in charge of the lace in- 
dustry, which is controlled by a corporation 

independent from Dowie’s interests.” 

J was surprised to hear that 
the receivers had taken possession of the lace 
factory, and said if such was the case the 
property should be vacated at once. 

Another development of the day was the 
filling of additional abjections to the bank- 
ruptcy proceedings by six creditors, through 
the law firm of Durand, Poynton & Cunning- 
ham. These creditors are the Spring Valley 
Coal company, Henion & Hybbell, Hugo De 
Brock & Co., Opoznauer & Lipman, Mark 
Owen & Co., and Huyler’s. They set forth 
that Dowie is not insolvent. 


Prevents Issuing of New Scrip. 

An attempt on the part of Deacon Barnard 
to issue new coupons with which to relieve 
the wants of residents was blocked by Cus- 
todian Paul Redieske.

PREFER DARKENED STREETS 
TO NOISE OF “L” TRAINS. 


‘Merchiants and City to Work Together 
and May Compel a “Solid” Loop 
Structure with Lights in Roadways. 


The rackety banging elevated loop, as the 
“chief noise maker in Chicago,’ found new 
enemies yesterday. Merchants in the loop 
streets who have had to put in double win- 
dows and move their desks and telephones 
back near the alleys were joined by mem- 
bers of the city council and the 
partment. 

A muffler is to be put on the elevated 
structure if means of doing so can be de- 
vised and legal power to back the anti- 
noise people can be found. The engineering 
department of the city will seek for the 
one and the law department for the other. 
To put on this muffler it was suggested that 
a solid roadbed be bufit to take the place 
of the ties over which the trains now run. 
Three or four layers of felt around the gird- 
ers, a cement compound laid between ties, 
and creosote blocks laid on top of that, care- 
fully caulked, was the plan suggested by 
Ald. Eidmann. 

Attorney Goodwin and Mr. Bowers, repre- 
senting the business men’s association, met 
with Ald. Raymer’s aldermanic committee 
in the council committee rooms. It was de- 
cided to leave the question for the city law 
department to investigate the legal power of 
the city to enforce its orders and for the

SECRET SOCIETY OF WOMEN 
EXPELS MEMBER FOR FRAUD. 


Ladies of Maccabees Dismiss Mrs. Mary 
L. Arends, Who Said She Never Had 


Been Injured, Though Suing City. 


The supreme board of the Ladies of the 
Maccabees announced yesterday that it had 
expelled from the order Mrs. Mary L. Arends 
of Chicago. Mrs. Arends is said to have in- 
duced Emil Feldman to approach J. P. Col- 
lins, an investigator in the city attorney's 
office, for the purpose of securing settlement 
of a personal injury suit brought by Mrs.

High school athletics have been so 
conducted in the last few years that a boy is 
not sure of being allowed to compete for any 
length of time, and if the superintendent of 
schools will refiect he will probably learn 
why too many boys enter|college early. He 
wishes the colleges to refuse to admit boys 
who have not finished their high school 
course. At the same time he refuses to allow 
many boys who do remain to compete.

Fitz’s Defeat of Gardner, Con- 


sidering His Condition, a 
Great Achievement. 
MAY QUIT PRIZE RING. 


Yanger to Fight for First Time. 
‘Since Losing to Hanlon, Meet- 
ing Hughey Murphy. 


[BY GBORGE SILER.) 

Bob Fitzsimmons’ physical condition when 
he arrived in Chicago from San Francisco, 
where “he defeated George Gardner, caused 
considerable comment among students of the 
fighting game, and their opinion, after look- 
ing the old man over, was that the victory 
was the greatest In his career. 

If ever a sick man entered a ring to battle 
for pugilistic honors it was the old war horse. 
With feet blistered to permit of only shuffling 
along, a severe cold, which should have 
placed him under the care of a physician, 
with every bone and muscle in his body st 

nd sore, with hands that would not with- 4 
stand colliding with anything hafd, and with ° 
about 42 years weighing down his shoulders, 
the veteran of the ring crawled through the 
ropes to contest against the best light heavy- 
weight in the country and sqpred quite an 
easy victory. 

It was not his age as much as his physical 
condition that made his win so marvelous, 
go hats off to the grandest man that ever 
stripped for action undér Queensberry rule 
fighting. 

When Bob reached this city he was still 
suffering from the effects of Mis flness.* The 
nalls on several of his tees were almost 
ready to drop off, the soles of his feet were 
still blistered, and his hands, espetially his 
right, looked like boxing gloves stuffed with 
knots of wood. He was indeed a pitiable 
sight, but much better than when he entered 
the ring for the battle. His fighting days, he 
says, are over, but there is no telling when 
he will break into the game again, as he 
thinks seriously of giving Jack O’Brien a 
whirl. 


Benny , Yanger, the local featherweight, 
whose only defeat was administered by 
Eddie Hanlon, the coast champion, and 
Hughey Murphy will bump into each other 
with. all kinds of wallops at the Watita 
league’s boxing show Tuesday night. The 
contest is the best that has been slated in 
this city since the resumption of the game, 
and its outcome will be awaited with inter- 
est. The impression has gone abroad that 
Yanger, principally because of his late de- 
feat, has shot his bolt as a topnotcher and 
that any good youngster can take his meas- 
ure. It should not be forgotten that Benny 
cleaned up every fighter of note, with the 
exception of “Kid” Broad, that was sent 
here from the east to trim him, and that 
they went back home with the short end of 
the money. Among his victims were the clev- 
erest at the game, which is convincing evi- 
dence that Yanger has some Knowledge of 
the finer points of boxing. 

Murphy comes with a fafr reputation as a 
sciencéed boxér and an excellent “ rép.”’ asa 
rough and ready fighter. In the east he Is 
considered next to the top notch class. He 
has had two tilts with Champion Corbett, in 
both of which he was knocked ont. His last 
battle with the boss of the featherweights 
was, according to aecounts, an interesting 
mill, in which Hughey battled well into 
the eleventh round before he was given his 
quietus. The boys will hook up at catch- 
weights, which will send them into the ring 
close to 130 pounds—a bit too steep for legit- 
imate featherweights. Should Benny be ad- 
judged the winner he will be pitted against 
Jimmy Briggs, who is probably a shade bet- 
ter than Murphy. ; 


Marvin Hart and ‘*‘ Kid” Carter, the slug- 
gers of the ring, engaged in another of their 
bloody battles at Boston last Tuesday night. 
The fight was similar to the one they engaged 
in at Louisville several years ago, in which 
they battered-each other so severely the 
spectators voted it the flercest in the-annals 
of Queensberry) rule history. 

Marvin won that battle in the ninth round 
and did not forget for over a month that he 
had been in a’ fight, nor did Carter, either, 
for that matter. Last Tuesday night's con- 
test, or battle, for such it was, ‘was of the 
hair raising order, Marvin sent the “ Kid” 
to the floor repeaWdaly, but Carter would not 
stay down forthecount. Both men took and 
gave severe punishment and at times were , 
too weak to inflict damage. Blood flowed 
profusely -and before the fight was half over 
with it was a tossup which would win. In 
the last half of the battle Hart’s strength and 
vitality asserted itself and in the fifteenth 
and last round he had Carter staggering 
around the ring like a drunken sailor. He 
was all fn, or, to be correct. “ all out,”’ and 
the referee, fearing another blow would re- 
sult in serious 1f not fatal injuries, stopped 
the fight and awarded Hart the decision. 

Victor’and victim left the ring pommeled 
beyond recognition and the crowd slow 
wended its way out of the building, satisfied 
it had witnessed a fight jn all the word im- 
plies, It is almost needless to state that 
both men were placed in the repair shop after 


they left the ring.

Jack O’Keefe, the crack local lightweight, 
was seen in action against “ Chicago Jack ” 
Daly at the Watita league’s show last Tues- 
day night and it must be acknowledged that 
he did not fight up to expectations. It was 
his first appearance in a local ring since he 
boxed ‘ Buddy” Ryan to a draw at the 
Lyceum theater last winter, and his first 
battle since he fought Jimmy Britt to a draw 
at Butte, Mont. In Tuesday night's contest 
he was stacked against a man that classes 
helow him in point of science, but a stronger 
hitter and a more rugged fighter. 

O’ Keefe’s science, it proved, more than off- 
set these natural advantages, still he did not 
make as clean a job of it as was expected. 
The initial nobund looked bad for the clever 
one, as Daly experienced no difficulty in 
scoring with the right and had muct the 
better of the milling at the end of that ses- 
sion. O'Keefe warmed up to his work in the 
second round, and, by accurate, straight left 
jabs, which worried Daly not a little, won 
the round. \O’Keefe maintained his lead in 
the next four rounds, but was compelled to 
work 'to the limit to do so, as Daly was al- 
ways dangerous. It appeared to the close 
observer that O’Keefe was slow on his feet 
for a speedy boxer, and he thought more 
of trying to win with a knockout than to 
gain the decision on points, and that his 
blocking of Daly’s right hand drives, which 
generally came from away back, was not 
of the standard of a high class boxer. 
O’Keefe was far from satisfied with his 
showing and says he can do better. 


Jack O'Brien, the Philadelphia middle 
weight, arrived in Chicago from San Fran- 
cisco Wednesday night, and left for his home 
the next ‘afternoon, a sorely disappointed 
man; disappointed because Tommy Ryan 
broke faith with him with regards to ar- 
ranging a six round contest to take place at 
Philadelphia during the latter part of the 
month. When Jack passed through the city 
en route to the coast he informed the writer 
he could secure a $4,500 purse for himself 
(O’Brien) and Ryan to battle six rounds and 
Ryan could select his own referee, Which, 
was practically needless, as no decisions are 
rendered in the Quaker City.

RACING IN EAS? CLOSES 


CARBUNCLE WINS LONG DISTANCE 
EVENT AT BENNINGS. 


Maximum Stakes at Three Miles Fea- 
tures Getaway Day, Burns Riding 
His Mount to an Easy Victory—Cir- 
cus Is Second, with River Pirate the 


Cloten, Favorite in Opening Con- 
test, Finishes Outside the Money. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 5.—[Special.]— 
The meeting closed here today in the pres- 
ence of a large attendance, including August 
Belmont, the chairman of the Jockey club, 
Who for the first time since its completion 
saw the new Columbia course and was much 
pleased with it. 

Today’s feature was the fourth running 
of the Maximum stakes at three miles. The 
race was'worth $1,115 to the winner and 
brought three to the pést—Carbuncle with 
Burns up, Circus with “‘ Midget ’’ Taylor in 
| the saddle, and River Pirate ridden by H: 
Callahan. The last named colt carried 110 
pounds, which included ten pounds penalty. 
In addition, .the race being considered too 
far for River Pirate, he was the only starter 
penalized. Olid racegoers feared River Pi- 
rate, notwithstanding he had done good 
work, would not be able to stay, and so it 
proved. The colt was so rank he was forced 


to make his own running. 


Carbuncle Wins Easily. 
Carbuncle, the 7 to 10 favorite, trailed for 
more than two anda half miles. Then Burns 


was a beaten horse at two and three-quar- 
ter miles. Circus for a furlong showed in 
front. But all this time Burns, sitting mo- 
tionless on Carbuncle, looked like dollars 
and cents, unless he fell down. Burns took 
him over across Circus at the head of the 
stretch, and, although the pigmy rider of 
Circus kept at him, it was in vain, and Car- 
buncle won easily amidst tremendous cheer- 
ing in 5:36 8-5. 

It was the second time in three years that 
Carbuncle won, having run the distance in 
1901 in 5:35 with Redfern up. Last year 
Wonderly Jrode him and he was beaten, 
Duoro winning tn 5:37 over a muddy track. 
The race today was won so easily that it 
was no test of the winner’s real form. The 
remarkable thing about Carbuncle fs that 
he is a son of Stuyvesant, a racer known on 
the turf as a sprinter. 


Burns Rides in Good Form. 


Burns was about the only jockey. who had 
any ability who rode today. He had his pick 
of mounts and was much fn the limelight. 
He was on the favorite, Cloten, in the opening 
event, but with a singularly apathetic start 
he got off last. Then the horse was forced to 
run all around his field at the last turn, and 
though he finishéd,outside of the money he 
was considered second if not absolutely the 
best horse in the race. The winner, The 
Major, appeared to show a great form rever- 
sal by winning today, but the fact was on his 
previous effort the horse went right to the 
front, whereas he had waiting orders today. 

Burns’ mount in the fifth race, Toscan, 
was a victim of hard luck, for he lost some 
ground in the first part of the race, which, 
however, Burns offset by his short turn into 
the stretch. He came so fast in the sandy 
going that many proclaimed him a winner, 
but Creamer, on Wager, rode the finish of his 
life and nailed the favorite by a head

NEW RACETRACK 
FORTHIS CITY. 


Site Selected Is Within Munic- 
ipal Limits ,Below Ninety- 
fifth Street. 


WILL APPLY FOR DATES. 


Organization Said to Be Backed 
Strongly Enough to Secure 
Its Demands. 


Chicago, it is said, will have a new race- 
track by the time record breaking weather 
comes around again. 

The site of the proposed new track is a 
tract of 106 1-3 acres, beautifully situated on 
high ground, bounded by Ninety-fifth and 
Ninety-ninth streets, and Michigan and 
South Park avenues. This is the site of the 
old Western Bookmakers’ track of several 
years ago. It is west of and adjoining the 
Illinois Central car shops at Burnside. It 
has trolley lines on two sides in addition to 
the Illinois Central service. 

The property was purchased about fifteen 
years ago by George G. Newberry for the 
Jackson Park Jockey club, an organization 
composed of members of the old Western 
Bookmakers’ asseciation, which has been 
continued from year to year, the books and 
seal remaining in Mr. Newberry’s office until 
‘they were taken away last we by P. A. 
Brady, one of the stockholders and the pro- 
moter of the new racetrack. : 


W. E. Applegate Is President. 


The largest stockholder is W. EB. Apple- 
gate, who is president. E. G. Botay ts secre- 
tary. George Wheelock of New York, presi- 
dent of the Metropolitan Turf assoclation; 
Leo Mayer, formerly of Chicago, now of 
New York; and the estate of John F. Dono- 
van of St. Louls are the other leading stock- 
holders. 

Dates for a race meeting next year will be 
asked for at the meeting of the Western 
Jockey club stewards tn this city tomorrow. 
This is to be the annual meeting of the Jockey 
club and the time at which dates are annu- 
ally applied for. 

Although Cook county is already well 
equipped with racetracks, it is said the new 
organization has strong financial and polit- 
ical backing and will secure recognition, or 
there will be serious interference with racing 
affairs in Chicago. 


Probiem for the Stewards. 

The question of allotting dates for race 
meetings next year is the main business to 
come before the annual meeting of the 
Jockey club stewards. This is the bone of 
contention which always brings more.or 
less trouble, even if this trouble does not 
appear on the surface. What effect the new 
track in Chicago will have on the allotment 
of loca) racing dates is merely problematic. 
It is understood racing may not be started 


Nin Chicago next season before May 1 and 


that it may close by the end of October, 
which will limit the racing season more 
than, heretofore. 

The most serious indication of a racetrack 
war comes from St. Louis. The new Union 
Jockey club-in that city will be on hand at 
the meeting with several representatives, 
demanding dates for a thirty days’ meeting, 
and already they have proclaimed warlike 
intentions in case their demand is refused. 
This fact may possibly militate against the 
St. Louis applicants. The latter represent 
some men of fair means, it is said, and of 
considerable popularity among St. Louis 
sporting population, but it looks like a 
fairly good guess their application for racing 
dates may be rejected. 


Threets Are Not Effective. 

The stewards, it. is understood, blame the 
St. Louis promoters: for not having consult- 
ed with the Western Jockey club tracks al- 
ready located in St. Louis before going ahead 
with their plans, and also for having in- 
dulged in threats of a racetrack war. Some 
of the stewards also appear incljxed to doubt 
claims made in behalf of the aie aces 
that they “ represent an influential element 
among. St. Louis’ citizens.” However, it 
looks as if the stewards had not yet decided 
upon the action they would take in the St. 
Louis case. 

Two other new applicants for racing dates 
will appear—one from Kansas City and the 
other from Hot Springs. The Kansas City 
enterprise is headed by C. C. Christie, presi- 
dent, and Edward Corrigan, vice president, 
and it is said it will have no trouble in se- 
curing racing dates. 

The Hot Springs affair has been talked of 
for several months, and, while the stewards 
apparently have considerable doubt about 
the enterprise, it is said they have no par- 
tcular objection to a meeting at the Arkansas 
resort if anybody can make a go of it. The 
Hot Springs people originally wanted dates 
beginning early in January; now they have 
decided not to try to race until late in Janu- 
ary. 

The regular annual meeting of the Western 
Jockey club will take place tomorrow in the 
secretary's office at noon, and the annual 
meeting of the stewards will follow it. At the 
former meeting three stewards will be elect- 
ed, as the terms of Messrs. Cella, Bush, and 
Nathanson will expire. It is believed they 
are likely to be chosen as their own suc- 
cessors. 


TO ASK STEWARDS FOR DATES. 


Representatives of New St. Louis Track 
Association Intend to Have Race 
Meeting at Any Cost. 


President Joseph A. Duffy, General Man- 

ager P. J. Carmody, State Senator John P. 
Collins, ._M. E. Roundtree, a building con- 
tractor; Michael Hannick, a track builder; 
and Johh Mooney of the Union Jockey club 
of St. Louls—a new racing association—ar- 
rived in town yesterday to secure, if possible, 
dates for a thirty days’ meeting from the 
Western Jockey club. 
Manager Carmody. who acted as spokes- 
man for the committee. said: “ We came 
here to request, not to demand, dates for a 
thirty days’ straightaway meeting for our 
association, and we are not particular what 
part of the racing season fs allotted to us. 
We have a $200.000 plant within a mile of the 
fair grounds and intend to run a meeting 
similar to that of Washington park. 

** Some of the best citizens of St. Louis are 
interested in our association. None of them 
are turfmen, and furthermore we will not 
tolerate their being connected fn any way 
with a stable of horses. We have invested 
a big sum of money in our plant, and if we 
are refused dates we will operate our plant 
on our own hook. This may be inviting out- 
lawism, but we must get a run for our money. 
i do not mind stating that Congressman 
“Tim” Sullivan of New York is interested 
with us and he will see to it that we secure 
more than enough horses to run a meeting 
should we be turned down by the Western 
Jockey club. 

‘Theodore Rassieur, our attorney. will 
present our case to the stewards of the 
Jockey club at its meeting tomorrow night 
and I have not the Jeast doubt we will, get 
what we request. The laws of our_state 
permit 180 days of racing, one-sixth of which 
is all we ask for.”

ORLEANS 2 YEAR OLDS. | 


Goldblatt’s: Entry Wins Race for St. 
Charles Hotel Purse, Although Giv-

ALL BOWLERS MAY COMPETE. 


Announcement Is Made That Clup Af- 
filiation Is Unnecessary for 
National Events. 


The announcement made last week by God- 
fred Langhenry, ex-president of the Amer- 
ican Bowling congress and at present 4 
leading’ membér of the executive commit- 
tee, that a player could compete in the na- 
tional championships. without being a mem- 
ber of a club connected with the Chicago 
Bowling association, came as a surprise to 
most of the members of that body. 

It has heen the prevailing idea that it was 
absolutely necessary for teams or players 
wishing. to compete in the national eham- 
pionships to become affiliated wit.: some club 
belonging to one of the subsidiary organiza- 
tions which exist, or are supposed to exist,. 
in all of the larger bowling centers. This 
idea, according te Langhenry, who was one 
of the committee which framed the present 
constitution and bylaws, Is erroneous, and a 
careful perusal of them will show that he Is 
right. 

Compulsory membership was a powerful 
lever in the hands of the subsidiary organiza- 
tions, and the officials of the Chicago Bow!l- 
ing association are fearful that if deprived 
of this lever the Incentive for membership 
will not be strong enough to attract many of 
the clubs. This, at least, was thé feeling 
expressed at the meeting held last Friday. 
If such should prove to be the case it would 

rove the local bowlers to he an unpatriotic 

unch. The American Bowling congress is 
in existence to legislate for the good of the 
game, and the player who would decline ty 
contribute his mite, amounting to 30 cents a 
year, in aid of the sport would be a smal! 
minded Individual, about on a par with the 
citizen who is too lazy to vote. Every club 
with any pretension to dignity should feel 
it a matter of duty to support the Chicago 


peg ag at the annual! meeting of the 


The election of officials and the location of 
the annual tournament should be matters of 
sufficient importance to insure every club 
being represented. As far as the national 
tournament is concerned, it seems only right 
and proper that it should be thrown wide 
open to any team or player that is willing to 


ling a tournament the bowlers of any city 
are not entering into a money making prop- 
osition and the merchants and citizens who 
finance the scheme are primarily interested 
in making the affair a big success. Good 
bowlers and plenty of them are the main 
factors, and with this end in view the lines 
should not be drawn too closely. 

The small cloud of rivalry that appeared 

on the local horizon last week appears to 
have drifted away. For a time it looked as 
if the officials of the Chicago Bowling as- 
sociation were. afraid the proposed 
tournament of the Illinois Bowling as- 
sociation might relegate them ‘into the 
shadow, and what léoked like a rival show 
Was Suggested. The two bodies are quite. 
distinct in their aims, and there is absolute- 
ly no reason why they should clash in the 
matter of tournaments. The gquthority of 
the elity association is confined to the city, 
and while it is right and proper for it to hold 
a city championship, there is no reason why 
it should conflict with the tournament of the 
state association, the purpose of which is to 
solidify the bowing organizations through- 
out the state. A city championship is an 
easy proposition, but the getting together 
of representative teams from all over IIli- 
nois is quite the reverse. Wisconsin and 
Iowa seem to have met with considerable 
success in their state tournaments and there 
does not seem to be any reason why Illinois 
should not do as well. 
More reports have emanated from Cleve- 
land regarding the change of base by the 
bowlers of Greater New York, and if they 
are reliable there will be quite a represen- 
tation from Brooklyn and New York. Judg- 
ing from articles published in some of the 
eastern papers, the leading men there ex- 
pect the western players to make some con- 
cessions. Possibly the westerners will be. 
willing to abdWsh the loading of the ball, 
but it does not seem likely they will agree 
to’organize on similar lines to those pre- 
scribed by the New York Bowling associa- 
tion. The latter body must be given credit 
for its strong organization, the formation of 
which indicates that the sport is now in con- 
trol of stronger hands than those which 
were supposed to represent it at the time 
of the Buffalo convention. 

The western bowlers are quite capable of 
looking after themselves, and, while not 
likely to prove unreasonable, they will cer- 
tainly not concede every point in dispute 
just for the sake of conciliating the eastern 
men.

NORE INTEREST IN HOCKEY 


MANY NEW CLUBS BEING FORMED 
IN CHICAGO. 


Indications Are That the Popular Ice 
Game WIIll Be Extensively Piayed 
by Local Organizations This Win- 
ter—Kenwood Country Club’s Rink 

- Is Ready to Be Opened and Another 
Strong Team Expected — Calumets 
Have Decided to Re-enter. 


Local dealers report a big demand for 
hockey skates and there is every indication 
the sport of ice hockey will be extensively 


played in and around Chicago this winter.’ 


While other cities, notably New York, Pitts- 
burg, St. Louis, St. Paul, and Baltimore, have 
provided themselves with facilities for play- 
ing the game at night in covered rinks, Chi- 
cago at present does not possess anything 
better than outside rinks, for which the light- 
ing for night play is none too good, and the 
accommodations for spectators are practi- 
cally nil, 

New York has for a number of years sup- 
ported the St. Nicholas rink, on which the 
surface is frozen by artificial means. Under 
these conditions there is never any uncer- 
tainty as to ice, and the players get plenty 
of opportunity to practice. Great interest is 
being taken in the sport this year by the 
universities, and intercollegiate honors will 
be battled for through January and . Feb- 
ruary by Yale, Harvard, Columbia, Prince- 
ton, and Brown. 


Sport Popular at Pittsburg. 
At the Duquesne garden in Pittsburg the 


surface is also frozen by artificial means and 


the sport is popular enough to draw crowds 
of from 3,000 to 5,000 spectators. The teams 
in the Pittsburg Hockey league are made up 
mostly. of players imported from Canada and 
the quality of the play is almost equal! to the 
best of the champion teams of the dominion. 
In addition to the big league there is a high 
school and several other leagues which play 
at the garden. St. Paul and Minneapolis 
have the Twin City league, consisting of 
about ten clubs and although the rinks are 
artificial the weather is cold enough to insure 


a fairly long season. The game has taken a. 


strong hold in Houghton, Mich., and Sault 
Ste. Marie. Both towns have built large 
rinks. .In Milwaukee the game is popular 
with the high school boys and a number of 
matches are played. 

‘For several years the game has been played 
in a desultory way in and around Chicago, 
but there has never been any attempt to 
form a league, and, with the exception of the 
Kenwood Country club team and the Calu- 


mets, none of the teams has shown any great } 


amount of skill. The Calumet club will play 
this season at Fifty-second street and Cot- 
tage Grove avenue, where a rink is now in 
course of construction. The array of clever 
players is large enough to warrant the for- 
mation of two teams. 

“Among the men available are T. Collins, 
formerly of the. Shamrocks of Montreal: G. 
Brisbin of London, Ont.; G. Wood, Arthur 
Wood, and John Wood of Rat Portage, Mani- 
toba; T. Lawlor, formerly of the Shamrocks 
of Montreal; F. Tierney of London, Ont.; P.

The rink will 
be lighted by electricity and most of the 
games will be played at night.

Highland Park has a fairly strong team 
when all of the men are available, but this 
is only during the Christmas holidays, when 
the boys are home from school. Northwest- 
ern academy will as usual havea tear in the 
field and new clubs are reported in course of 
formation at Evanston and Lake Forest. 
Students at the University of Chicago are re- 
ported as being desirous of getting a rink on 
Marshall field.

Michigan Eleven Asks to Be Allowed to 
Play Leland Stanford Team on 
New Year’s Day. 


Ann Arbor, Mich., Dec. 5.—[Special.}]—Capt. 
Redden ofthe Michigan football team drew 
up a petition today asking the Michigan 
board of control for the privilege of accept- 
ing Leland Stanford's challenge to a football! 
game in California on New Year's day. A 
telegram was sent to Coach Yost in the east 
asking his support, and assuring him thata 
little effom would almost surely get the 
game. 

The team announced its intention, unless 
forbidden, to go ‘into training by Monday or 
Tuesday. Coach Yost,.it is known, wants the 
New Year's game, which will be fine training 
for the new men who will compose next 
year’s eleven. But Yost has refused to ask 
for the game himself. Trainer Fitzpatrick, 
upon whose strength the training season was 
a severe strain, has given the midwinter game 
silent opposition. The board of control has 
sided with him and has not even called a 
meeting to consider the game, so remote was 
it considered. 

Athletic authorities had given up hope of 
the game, and it was said on all sides the men 
had broken training too long to get into shape 
again. The members of the team surprised 
everybody by announcing they have not 
departed from training rules, but have. been 
holding themselves In readiness for a Christ- 
mas game. The plea_of the team will have 
much influence on the faculty’s decision.

UNIVERSITY OF CHICAGO MEN TO 
BEGIN TRACK WORK. 


With the Football Senson at an End 
the Fans Are Already Beginning to 
| Figure How the Maroon Can Regain 
‘Laurels Lost te Michigan on Thanks- 
giving—Training to Start on Jan.t 
New Material Is Searce and Many 
Men Will Have to Be Developed. 


With the football season over. the athletes 
of the University of Chicago are beginning 
to turn their attention to track work, and 
the fans are already beginning to figure out 
how Chicago on the cork covered running 
track of the gymnasiums in the winter indoor 
meéets and on the cinder path and the green- 
sward of the athletic fi 
tests is to win back the laurels lost to Michi- 
gan on Thanksgiving day. 

With the beginning of the winter quarter, 
on Jan. 1, training for the indoor meets will 
commence, and from then until the confer- 
ence meet the last of May there will be little 
letup for the track men. Even after May 30, 
in fact, the best of the track squad will prob- 
ably be kept in training, as Chicago is ex- 
pected to senda team to the Olympian games 
in St. Louis next summer. 

In casting up the prospects for a successful 
track season, however, the fans are confront- 
ed by a situation far different from that at 
the beginning of 1903. Last winter there.was 
an abundance of material, new and old, for 
the track squad. This season new material 
of quality is extremely. scarce, and some of 
the old material cannot be definitely counted 
on, as two or three of the men are uncertain 
in their plans. : 

Few Jobs for Athletes. 

Much criticism is being offered among the 
students 46f the Midway school in regard to 
the lack of consideration shown for athietes 


| in the assigning of positions tn the “ unt- 


versity service.” While it is possible for al- 
most any student, athlete or not, to secure a 
position in some of the university libraries 
or offices as a clerk or messenger, paying two- 
thirds tuition, the better jobs, which pay full 
tuition, or room rent, or in some cases cash 
for work done, should, in the opinions of the 
athletie enthusiasts, be given to athletes. 
This, they say, is no more than other schools 
are doing and cannot be considered wrong. 

It ia felt by many of the students that 
when at other universities an athlete can se- 
cure honest work which will pay his expenses, 
he is in many cases compelled to make a rea} 
sacrifice to attend the local university, where 
so little inducement Is offered. Some hold 
that fraternity influence in the faculty is re- 
sponsible for the giving to students with a 
‘pull’? opportunities for self-help which 
ought to go to athletes. | 


| 


Capt, Blair of the track team said yester- 
day: ‘“It is hard for us to get much good 
materia! for the track team or any other team 
because the university apparentiy holds aloof 
from athletes to such an extent and does so 
little to help them. We are trying to stand 
up so straight here that we are in danger 
athletically of falling over backwards.” 


Rice a Promising Man. 

In the sprints there is one new man of great 
promise, Victor Rice, who made so good 4 
showing with Stage’s team at the A. A. U. 
championships at Milwaukee last September. 
Rice bids fair to be a worthy running mats 
for Capt. Blair, whose wonderful race in tne 
last conference meet, when he defeated 
Archie Hahn, ts still fresh in the minds of 
Chicago athletic enthusiasts. Both Blair 
and Rice are good for :10 flat or better, Blai-’s 
record being 

Walter Eckersall had been counted on as 
a third, star in the short dashes or in the 
quarter, but the uncertainty that prevails tn 
regard to Eckersall’s intentions prevents his 
being counted on as more than a possibiiity. 
Taylor, the star quarter miler, does not know 
whether he will remain in college. 

In the half mile Chicago still has Mort 
Cahill, the clever runner, who beat Herrick 
of Illinois in 2:0025 last spring: Cahill Is a 
strong half miler and ought to do great 
things this next season. 

It was thought during the early part of 
the fall term that in the mile event Chicago 
would be especially strong. for in the addi- 
tion of Lightbody to Stage’s squad it was felt 


{ that the maroons had a sure point winner. 


Mathews also has shown constant improve- 
ment, and his getting second place in the 
conference considerably augmented _ his 
prestige as a runner. Lightbody, however, 
may find it necessary to leave school and go 
into business, while Mathews has announced 
that he will not be in college during the win- 
ier quarter, although he expects to return In 
the spring. 
Hell Is Uncertain. 

Hall in the two mile has been looked upon 
as a winner since he broke the record in this 
event at Ravenswood tn 1902. For someé rea- 
con, however, Hall has failed to realize al! 
that his good showing at first gave ground 
for expecting, and unless he shows up bet- 
ter this year than he did last he cannot be 
counted on for many firsts. The hurdle 
events are, with the exception of the dash- 
es, the events in which Chicago fs strongest. 
With Catlin, winner of the hurdles in -the 
conference, and Kelly, who with less than a 
rae training managed to pull out a third, 
the maroons ought to be dangdrous com- 
petitors over the sticks. 

The weight events are the only ones of the 
field contests in which Chicago :ooks to be 
at all strong. Parry, the big sophomore, 
who was kept out of intercollegiate compe- 
tition last year, holds the university record 
with the hammer, having huried the heavy 
missile 140 feet 4 inches in a class meet and 
over 150 feet in practice. Big ’’ Maxwell 
is good at the shotput. Speik and Catlin 
are both discus throwers of quality and 
Elisworth has won good form with the ham- 
mer. Last year his time was too much taken 
up with baseball to allow of his training 
much for the fleld events. 

in the jumps Chicago has Friend, the 
broad jumper, and Carroll and Sullivan, 
high jumpers, none of them of the highest 
class. In the pole vault Chicago, like Mich- 
igan, has lost its star man, Magee. Ken- 
nedy, end on the football team, is only a fair 
performer -in this event. The new men, who 
have yet to prove their worth, are: Pequis 
from. Hyde Park and Lyons and Jayne from 
Morgan Park, middle distance runners; Pool, 
who expects to enter from the University 


High school in the winter, and Harris, 


sprinters; Zeiss and Brown, high jumpers; 
Abbott from Hyde Park. hurdler. 

Of last year's freshman track team ‘there 
are several men who have not been used in 
collegiate competition. The freshman team 
won from Illinois last season, 45 to 41. The 
men available ‘are: Hora, Andrews, and 
Hitchcock, sprinters; Parkinson and Ker- 
win, middle distance runners; Parry and 
Gale, weight throwers. 

The Chicago track men will suffer a severe 
handicap in training for the winter meet 
in that the new gymnasium is not yet fin- 
ished inside and is not likely to be for some 
time. It will not be opened until Feb. 22. 
The men had expected to get to work on the 
new running track at once, but it will be 
several weeks before they can get any real 
training done.. 

The only vestige of the football season re- 
maining is the election of a captain, which 

robably will be held a week from Wednes- 
my Dr. Harper’s football dinner is sched- 
uled for that date, but Stage’s illness may 
necessitate a postponement. Fred Speik is 
the most likely candidate for the position, as 
he is a\-veteran of three years and has 
played consistent football nearly all the 
time.

Action of Faculty Which Prevents the 
Playing Off of Tie Game Betwee® 
North Divisios and Englewood Is 
Unfortunate—Cold-Weather Is As- 
signed as the Reason tor Calling Of 
the Match, buat This Is Not Believed 
to Be Real Cause: 


The unexpected faculty interference over 
the proposed post-season football contest be- 
tween Englewood and North Division pre- 
vented the high schoo] boys from‘ deciding 
the local scholastic championship yesterday. 
The football season just finished has been 
one of the most pecullar and, except for the 
unfortunate ending of the posit-season game, 
one of the most successful in the history of 
the Cook County High School league. 

For the last few years one or two elevens 
have had things their own way in the foot- 
ball league, but this year North Division, 
- Englewood, and Hyde Park were in the first 
rank and nearly evenly matched, while West 
Division had a tearn of fair class, which im- 
proved with the season. In the minor divis- 
ion there was a close rivalry between Oak 
Park, John Marshall, Lake View, and Calu- 
met, but the Oak Parkers again carried off 
the lightweight championship, with the other 
teams strong enough to make things inter- 
esting. 

But the season will go down In high school 
history as the first when there was no recog- 
nized champtonship eleven. Englewood and 
North Division played a tie, 0 to 0, Nov. 14, 
and arrangements were made for the post- 
season game yesterday. The teams worked 
hard all week ahd were ready for the con- 
test, but for gome unknown reason Superin- 
tendent of Schools Cooley and the representa- 
tives of the two schools thought the rival 
elevens should not play and the contest was 
* postponed on account of the cold weather.” 


_ Real Reason Is Unknown. 

The reason given out for not letting the 
teams play wil) never be believed by the 
, students or the members of the two elevens, 

but it is hardly likely that the real cause 
will ever be known. Supt. Cooley, Prof. 
Keeler, and Prof. Boynton all refuse to dis- 
cuss the matter farther than it was thought 
advisable to call the game off, for the above 
stated reason. The students of the tw» 
schools cannot understand why they should 
not be told the real cause of the faculty ac- 
tion, but get nothing but the “” cold weather ”’ 
reply. Supt. Cooley says he does not care 
to give all the reasons for his action. It has 
been suggested that he did not like North 
Division's action in playing Hill, the barred 
athiete, in the game against the Brooklyn 
Boys’ High, and that after be found out the 
facts he decided to call the game off. 

The board officials say that the champtlon- 
ehip game has been postponed indefinitely. 
Netther Englewood nor North Division has 
any right to claim the champlonship over the 
other. The teame have played nearly on a

Although the new 
company is registered as there 
seems no reason to doubt that it is a vital 
part of the huge American meat trust, In 
factory, forge, and ‘coal mining centers of 
the north of England, where codperative 
stores flourish and where this company is 
making its presence felt, it has purchayed 
retail shops at good prices and hidden ft 
identity and kept the people ignorant of thé 
change of proprietorship by retaining over 
the establishment the name_of the previous 
owner and keeping him manager-of the es- 
tablishment. The methods are character- 
ized by what is termed all the smartness 
and sagacity of the American nian of busi 
ness,” 


Merchants Belittle Peril. 
On the day following the publication of the 
story of this feported growth of the Amer- 
ican octopus the Liverpool Courter printed 
a column of interviews with local mer- 
chants, who, while admitting the invasion, 
showed a disposition not to regard the situa- 
tion as serious, especially in view of the 
marked development of supplies from Can- 
ada and Australia. George Wall, chairman 
of one of the big companies in Liverpool, 
sald: 


“The Americans may do all right with 
their huge stores in the United States, but 
when it comes to shopkeeping we can beat 
them.”

In a leading article on this subject the Globe 
admits the English navy can by counting an- 
tiquated ships make a noble showing on 
paper, or even to the eye of the landsman at 
a naval review, but when any one who knows 
the ins and outs of maritime warfare goes 
down the list there’s a different tale to tell. 
Comparisons of the effective fighting units 
cause serious apprehensions as to our first 
and only line of defense. The public, con- 
cludes the Globe, must wake up to the fact 
that our navy is not adequate to the duties 
which it will be called upon to discharge.

@IVE Us PUBLICITY. 
The National Structural Trades alKance, 
which was founded three months since, 
means just now the 1,000,000 Americans 
who, with adroit hands and ingenious tools, 
build the buildings of this country. The, 
Contractors’ Association of America, which 
is to be founded this month, means those 
less numerous but more powerful Americats 
who handle the $400,000,000 which this, 
country annually expends in the construc- 
tion of new shelters from the elements. The 
question that strikes down to the souls of 
the rest of us is: What will their relations 
be? oe | 
Some change is necessary in the building 
business. In the first place the National 
Structura] Trades alliance, by reducing the 
number of unions, will reduce the number 
of quarrels as to which shal! do a particular 
kind of work. The plumbers will swallow 


‘the eteamfitters. The bricklayers will ab- 


sorb the mosaic workers and the tuckpoint- 
ers. The carpenters will try to gulp down 
—and will, perhaps, choke on—the wood- 
workers. The bridge and structural iron 
workers will devour the architectural fron 
workers and the workers who work with 
sheet metal. By these and other amalga- 
mations, assimilations, annexations, pro- 
tectorates, and coercions thé number of 
building trades unions will be heartlessly 
and beneficially reduced to nine. - 

To oppose the alliance there arises the 
Contractors’ Association of America, repu- 
diating the go-as-you-pléase, catch-as-catch- 
can, paddle-your-own-canoe policy of New 
York, and grasping at the united front poli- 
cy of Chicago. In New York last spring, 
there being disunion among the contractors, 


and then a hasty, hot headed organization, 


100,000 men, building men,, were on the 
streets instead of on buildings, and New 
York’s annual crop of shelters from the ele- 
ments was seriously retarded. The Chicago 
Building Contractors’ council, on the fine 
lines .of which the Contractors’ Associa- 
tion of America will be modeled, brought 
contractors and the trade union offi- 
cials together in amicable working agree- 
ments, The Chicago idea is to be 
diffused through the country. As many 
new inventions as you please, as many 
apprentices as you please, no dicrimina- 
tion against the goods of any manufac- 
turer, every man free to work for any em- 


ployer, every employer free to employ and 


to disemploy any man—these famous 
“ points,” proclaimed by the contractors of 
Chicago, are to be reproclaimed by the con- 
tractors of America, and we are all to lie 
down in the spaciotis and comfortably up- 
holstered lap of peace. 

But, as we have had pools:in Chicago, 
will we not now have national pools, pools 
compared with which our local pools are 
inch deep puddles? In Chicago the open 
proclamation that “any employer may. 
choose any employé, and any employé may 
choose any employer,” sounds like a free 
shop. The fact that certain unions have co- 
operated with certain employers in ruining 
and perhaps a louder sound. ; 

“The Contractors’ Association of Amer- 
ica will neither engage in warfare nor enter 
into collusion with the National Structural! 
Trades alliance. It will simply endeavor to 
establish peace.”” So spokea representative 
of the Chicago contractors yesterday. May 
he never have to eat his words, pleasant 
though they are! 

But there is work ahead for George B- 
Cortelyou. The department of commerce 
and labor, if it appreciates its mission, will 
keep its eye, its peeled eye, on organizations 
which have such splendid opportunities both 
for good and for evil as the Nationa! Struc- 
tural Trades alHance and the Contractors’ 
Association of America. Let complete pub- 
Heity illuminate the building business! Till 
then, who can see where to place his foot 
for the next step? | 


WOMAN AND THE HOUSE OF LORDS. 
The house of lords opposed abolition of 


| the death penalty for sheep stealing. It op- 


posed abolition of flogging inthe army. It 
was opposed to abolition of political dis- 
abilities due to religion. It opposed aboli- 
tion of sectarian tests for university privi- 
leges. The hereditary chamber put itself 
on record to the effect that if, for auy cause, 
a married weman was separated from her 
husband, she. should not be allowed a 
glimpse of her children under any circum- 


} stances, and without reference to the cause 


of parental separation. Every measure 
likely to alter hereditary social conditions 
has always been resisted by the upper 
chamber, a considerable proportion of whose 
members belong to that solitary but dimin- 
ishing group who would have objected to 
“let there be light” on the score that it 
would disturb chaos. 

It was to be expected that the house of 
lords would approve a report from Gray’s 
inn adverse to admission of woman to the 
bar. Oxford and Cambridge still refuse 
woman entrance, but Cambridge conde- 
ascends to issue certificates of successful ex- 
aminations of them. Gray’s inn is an 
ancient monastic building in which judges, 
lawyers, and law students congregate or 
dwell. It is.in the heart of London, a 
cloister amid the bustle of the “city.” It 
is of interest to the tourist because of the 
great names.on its lodgers’ list, Francis 
Bacon, greatest among them, having lived 
under its roof both before and after his fall. 

Fortunately Gray’s inn alone doés not 
control the rules of the legal profession, 
éven when its report on any specific ques- 
tion affecting it is approved by the house of 
lords. An Indian woman has been admitted 
to inms of court for further study te pre- 
pare to practice law in her native country, 
Caste conventionality forbids rich widows 
and girl orphans to talk face to face with 
their land agents, with whom they must 
converse from bebind a,.curtain and by 
whom they are systematically robbed.

Yesterday Speaker Cannon announced the

a MUSIC AND INSANITY. 

The Berlioz centenary, which occurs this 
year, is being quite generally celebrated. 
There has been one Berlioz festival in Eng- 
land, and there are yet to be Berlioz con- 
certs there. There will also be concerts in 
France, his native land, which did not ap- 
preciate him while alive, and in Germany, 
which discovered him. In Chicago this week 
Mr. Thomas will conduct a Berlioz pro- 
gram. 

_ At the festival in England the composer’s 
“Symphonie Fantastique” was played—a 
composition well known here. To the Lon- 
don Lancet, one of the leading medical and 


surgical journals of the world, it must have 


been new, as that paper devotes corsidera- 
ble space to an analysis of the story of the 
composition, and refers to the music as 
bringing out all the “ vague aspirations, the 
longings, the loneliness, and the horrible 
visions Of insanity.” It nalvely remarks 
“it is not soothing music, but so far as one 
man can enter into another’s brain and con- 


‘yey his sensations to others Berlioz has 


certainly made his music a means in so 
doing. Medical men who have not heard 
this work should take the first opportunity 
of repairing this neglect.” 

It is not exactly clear what the Lancet 


means by this, whether it thinks Berlioz was 


insane when he wrote the composition, or 
that he was describing the insanity of the 
musician with “the fixed idea,” who is the 
hero of it, or that the medical gentlemen 
could have an rtunity of studying the 
insane persons who go to listen to it. 

| Whatever it may be, it 1s gratifying to 
learn from this expert authority that in- 
sanity has to do with it in some form. There 


‘has never seemed to be any other satisfac- 


tory way of explaining this medley of opium 


| dreams, funeral marches, witches’ Sab- 


baths, orgies, the dies irm, “‘ idée fixe,” and 
pandemonium of noise. As the Chicago 
orchestra will play this composition this 
week the doctors should follow the Lancet’s 
suggestion and be on hand for a diagnosis. 
If it shall turn out to be the work of in- 
sanity it may be of value as a curative agent 
in the lunatic asylums, upon the homeo- 
pathic theory of like curing like. 


TRAINING MONARCHS. 

The sickness of William of Germany 
suggests a few thoughts about the train- 
ing of monarchs for the throne. 
method employed in fitting young princes to 
become the rulers of mighty kingdoms and 
empires a wise policy? It is wise as far 
as it goes, but it does not go far enough. 


Heirs apparent are first put through a se-' 


vere course of book learning. They are 
taught a good deal about history, particu- 
larly that of their own country. They get 
a smattering of one or two dead languages, 
a good working knowledge of three or four 
live ones, and, especially in Germany, a 
thorough knowledge of the manual of arms 
and the art of war, so far as that can be 
taught by books ‘and sham battles. There 


education generally stops. After that the 


crown princes merely wait. On the death of 
the ruler they are suddenly elevated to a 
dizzy height which requires great executive 
ability and cool judgment. They are quickly 
transferred out of the realms of theory and 
books to the realms of facts and life. It is 
no wonder, then, there are not more great 
monarchs. It is a wonder, under such a 
system, that there have been as many capa- 
ble monarchs as history records. 

Take the case of George, now prince of 
Wales. He was-a naval officer. On the 
demise of his elder brother, Albert Victor, 
he was taken out of the active life of the 
navy‘and became the prince of Wales and a 
mere show piece. Since he became the heir 
apparent he has done nothing more than 
make a touriet’s trip of the world, lay corner 
stones, preside at cattle fairs, and respond to 
toasts at various mtnicipal dinners.- Such 
a.life does not prepare a man for an execu- 
tive post. Executive ability is not born 
fully developed. It grows. The manager of 
a department learns in the department how 
to become manager of the whole concern. 
The same thing is true of kings and princes, 
The prince would be a better king if he had 
previously had some experience in playing 
the king on a small scale. 

The. prince of Wales may, with no better 
preparation than that of laying corner 
stones, become king of Great Britain and 
Ireland and of dominions béyond the 
seas” and emperor of India. -If thé prince 
had previously governed part of a great 
empire he wonld be a more efficient men 
when called to govern the whole of it, It

would be more than a‘ figurehead, would 
have something to say about the conduct of 
his kingdom. 

So with the young crown prince of Ger- 
many. Supposing him possessed of an un- 
common amount of diligence. He will learn 
all about the army. He will know how to 
issue commands—even perhaps how to get 


through army maneuvers successfully. But 


he will know little about governing. He 
has never had a chance to learn. What he 
does learn will be after he comes to the 
throne—perhaps at the expense of the coun- 
try. During his apprenticeship why not 
send him to one of the German colonies? 
He would be thrown more or less on his 
own initiative. He would make his neces- 
sary mistakes and get his resultant experi- 
ence in those places. His mistakes would 
bear hard on only a small section of his 
future empire, and besides his power would 
be far. more limited than it would later when 
he had no superior. The mistakes of the 


prince would be corrected by the emperor 


quite forcibly, whereas if the prince waited 


until he was emperor to make his mistakes | 


he would never have them pointed out:-to 
him so clearly. Besides, activity would 
keep him out of mischief. As it is, the heir 
apparent is too often a bird in a gilded cage 
with power to do nothing but to forget his 
idleness in indulgence. | 
If Americans took a young West Pointer 
and considered that he had had ample train- 
ing to be president of the nation they would 
be doing just what subjects of European 
monarchies do when choosing their rulers. 
The American president has had to work his 
way along a long dnd steep path. He has 
been a state, city, or county officer, a con- 
gressman, a governor, before he gets the 
highest position of all. By his fitness in the 
minor offices is his fitness for the major one 
judged. Monarchies, however, cannot se- 


lect ‘their men by this process of survival of | 


the fittest. Their candidate is chosen for 
them, usually from the hour of his birth. 
They have to have him. Would they then 
not better fit him by putting him through 
the minor offices first, instead of actually 
tying him down all through his time of 
preparation to a life of demoralizing 


activity? . 


THE MISTAKES OF A BISHOP. 
Tue TRIBUNE a day or two ago cited a 
few illustrations of the tendency among cer- 
tain preachers and reformers to go off “ half 


cocked.” 
added to the list. Bishop Huntington of 


the Protestant Bpiscopal diocese of cen- 
tral New York, in an address recently, crit- 
icised ministers’ wives, first, because “ the 
clergyman is apostolically bidden to order 
well his own household, but there are some 
wives who, notwithstanding their marriage 
vows, will not be ordered ”; and, second, 
because they are dressy, pleasure seeking, 
and silly. Bishops, of all men, if they wish 
to hit, should not go off half cocked. 

Does the bishop fancy he is still Nving in 
Paul’s time? Has he never stopped to con- 
sider that not only ministers’ wives but all 
other wives no longer recognize the binding 
force of that word “ obey ” in the marital 
vow? Not only will they not obey but they 
will not even be ordered! Certainly they 
will not. If there is any ordering to be done 
it is the man who will be ordered, and he 
will usually obey, and obey promptly. He 
does not need urging. When Bishop Hunt- 
ington pronounces that obsolete word 
“ obey,” as he serves at a marriage function, 
and the blushing, clinging bride consents, 
does he imagine that she really means it? 
That she ever will be ordered to obey, or 
that she would obey if she were ordered? 
Does he not know that this injunction has 
no more force than the commandment “ thou 
shalt not steal,” when applied to the taking 


“of an umbrella, and that wifely obedience 


is “‘a custom more honored in the breach 
than the observance ”’? 

The second time the bishop went off half 
cocked was worse than the first. Are min- 
isters’ wives not to be well dressed and 
have their pleasure? Must they go about 
looking like slatterns and dowdies? Shall 
they not, so far as they are able, hold their 
own with the other sisters in the flock and 
reflect credit upon the parsonage by dressing 
tastefully and well? Shall they give up all 
pleasures which are innocently entertaining 
and confine their delights to visiting the 
sick, running the mothers’ meetings, sym- 
pathizing at funerals, congratulating ~ at 
weddings, and managing the “ narrow af- 
fairs of home”? It may be that there are 
ministers’ wives here and there, perhaps 
there are one or twe, certainly not more, in 
the bishop’s diocese who overdress and who 
even may be silly. That is only human 
nature, and ministers’ wives are human. 
They have a right to seek pleasure. Many 
of them do not often find it. hey not only 
have a right but it is their duty to drese as 
well as they properly can, for it is fhe duty 
of every woman to keep ae attractive as 
she can. They have a right even tobe silly. 
That is an inalienable, natura! right. The 
person who is not occasionally. silly is too 
good for this world of folly. But, as a rule, 
it will be found that ministers’ wives are 
neatly and becomingly dressed, take their 
pleasures rationally, and are no more silly 
than their poorer halves. It is discouraging 
when bishops: speak hastily and unwisely.

Keeping the Heart Tender. 
BY THE REY. L. A. BANKS. 


| LETTER OF MARQUISE DE FONTENOY 


Copyright: 1908: By the Marquise de Fontensy, 


Rejoice with them that do rejoice, and weep with 
them that weep.—Romans, xil., 15. 


HE Christian is to be no hermit, no 
recluse who draws his heart into his 
shell, and goes self-absorbed along the 
way of life, thinking only of his own 
affairs. His heart is to be open to the 

cries of joy as well as sorrow. He is to have 
a tender heart, easily reached with the giad- 
ness or the sorrow of his neighbor. “ Re- 
joice,” says Paul, “ with them that do re- 
joice; weep with them that weep.” 

The way this command is put robs i of 
all possible selfishness. We are to rejoice 
with other people in theirjoy. A greatmany 
selfish people envy the joy of others, and 
would, if they could, rob them of it and leave 
them bare, carrying all the joy away for 
themselves. But the Christian idea is to re~ 
joice with the one who fs glad and thus rein- 
force and increase his gladness. And we all 
know how much there is inthat. Every man 
who has had a sudden gladness come upon 
him has had the desire to tell it to some one 


splendid waterfall or a glimpse of a great 
snow mountain or some scene of wild beauty 
in the forest, is a small thing, if one has the 
experience alone, compared to what it is if 
you have a congenial soul with which to 
share it. - Such. sharing, instead of dividing 
and subtrac from your own delight, mul- 
tiplies it many times. And the same law 
holds good in all other joys. We have a 
desire to tmpart it, a desire to talk about it 
with others, and we often have the opportu- 
nity of greatly increasing the joy of another 
by listening and putting ourselves into sym- 
pathetic touch with the gladness which has 
come to his soul. , 

You know some lonely man or woman who 
has few joys and few friends, and when a 
letter or some little experience that seems 
‘trifling to you with your many friends and 
your numerous sources of happiness comes to 
that man or that woman it fs a real opportu- 
nity given of God to you to listen with kind- 
ling eye and appreciative face and word 
whiie they talk to you of their joy. Such a 

rivilege to them is a little foretaste of 

nven, whefe all selfishness will be banished 
and every one will be seeking to give joy to 
others. 

There is no more regrettable mistake for 
any Christian to make than to permit himself 
to become so self-absorbed, no matter how 
great his work may be, that he shall become 
a kill-joy to weak and ordinary people who 
look to him for appreciation in the gladness 
which comes to their lives. Jesus Christ was 
never so self-absorbed in his sublime mission 
for the world’s salvation that he could not 
enter with sympathetic heart and tender ap- 
preciation into the joys as well as the sorrows 
of others. He cast no dark shadow at the 
wedding feast, but added to its gladness. 
Surely we have no right to be above our Lord 
and hold it beneath our dignity to bestow our 
smiles on the wholesome gladness that has 
come to any soul. 

But we must not only keep our hearts 
tender in appreciation of the joys of others, 
but in sympathetic relation to their sorrows 
as well. We should be so sensitive in our 
relation to our fellowmen that it will be im- 
possible for us to see a sad look on any face 
and our own heart not feel something of the 
flow of it. How sensitive Jesus was to the 
petition of the blind, to the lonely wail of the 
leper, to the silent shame of the disgraced 
woman, to the anxious appeal of the father 
whose child was sick, to the quiet tears of the 
poor widow following her only son to the 
grave! In these and countless other cases 
Christ’s heart mourned as though he himself 
were blind, or leprous, or anxious, or a 
mourner behind. the bier. He entered with 
perfect sympathy and fellowship into the 
sorrows of the’people with whom he lived. 
His heart was so tender that every breath 

ad been a harp. we m keep 
hearts tender. 

Do you ask me how we can dothis? The 
answer is simple: by putting ourselves con- 
stantly in helpful relations to others. Do the 
kind deed on every opportunity, and you may 
be sure that the kind feeling will soon come 
to be natural to you. The difficulty is that 
we often curb our kind feelings and restfain 
them. We shut back the sympathetic word 
that is on our lips until our tongues become 
dumb to that kind of speech. Give your 

a chance to show its kindness, Give 
your lips the opportunity to speak the sym- 
pathetic word. Give your hands and feet 
free will to go on their missions of kindness 
anu cheer and you will soon see that your 
heart is growing tender‘and mellow, so that 
none rejoice and you are not glad and none 
are sorrowful and you are not stricken.

While, as Mark Twain shrewdly observes, the desperado has cowardly, 
apathetic moods, he dies game, His spree is over aad he ‘is willing to pay 
the cost, nor will his end deter imitators imbued with fetichistic reverence 
for criminals. Society honors their saint by martyrdom, and this they 
likewise joyfully endure. In novels the hero, if a pure eriminal, is alway 

executed, yet the taste for them does not demand other ending. 

Society may develop the desperado by creating in him contempt for a¥ 
law except that which he makes himself. Slade was originally ‘a vigilant 
employed to execute lynch law. Contempt for individual rights shown by 
lynchers and by judges who legislate creates desperado instincts. 

In Chicago the desperado. who “ holds up” saloons knows by previous 
‘immunity from riotous conduct there that the law-abiding saloon kéepeg 
has the odium of crimes committed against him. Nearly a deodde and « 
half ago a Bohemian.restaurant owner killed one of a hoodlum gang ab 
tacking his wife and cash box. He was indicted for Gee: 
murder, tried, and given the death penalty. A NeW -csssmusnemeseen 
at its predecessor.

_ In addition to purely imaginative literature is the effect of the exploita- 
tion of crimes and criminal deeds in the daily press. These are probably 
of even greater importance than imaginative literature in stimulating weak 


minds to crime. All through the ages there has been a tendency to regard 


the criminal as a hero or a quasi saint. The Romans gave the name of Her- 
cules to criminals after death and dedicated a ‘distinct cult to them. Early 
folk lore shows that the same reverence or amazement that the educated 
feel for the man of genius the uneducated feel for the criminal. We should 
not be surprised, therefore, at a tendency which has persisted throughout 
the ages finding its expression in modern literature. Of course, such litera- 
ture is more abundant because all kinds of literature has increased, but 
throughout all-time since literature began there has been a deification by the 
uneducated of the criminal. Of course, the more atrocious the crime the 
greater the deification. Those who are inclined to regard the “yellow” 


literature as a product of the present should turn to the Claude Duval, Jack | 


Sheppard, and similar tales of the-last century. Indeed, every generation 
has had ‘ts great hero criminals whose lives and exploits were the theme 
of song and story. Undoubtedly such literature has an influence in stimu- 
lating crime, but probably only indirectly. The individual or criminal of 
unsocial instincts revels in such literature. Instead of being revolted by 
the crimes he is pleased and edified by them, consequently it is not the 
literature that makes the criminals, but criminals and evil minded make the 


els” as a Stimulant to Crime. 


An intelligent observation of the criminality in the last few years shows 
that there is a tremendous increase in crimes of violence. The days of the 
clever forger and counterfeiter seem to be past. The Bertillon system of 
identification, the national associations which take care of the great banking 


interests, and the energy of the government have almost suppressed this sort 


of crime. There is, however, a real increase in crimes of violence. This is 
true ‘not only of the United States but of Germany, Italy, Belgium, and 
Spain. In only one cowntry is there a marked decrease in criminality, and 
that ie England. It is difficult to say just whet factors are at work in Eng- 
land tending to reduce criminality. In part it has been attributed to the 
excellent penal system and in part to emigration. If “ yellow” literature 
were responsible in any large measure for the increase in crimes of rio- 
lence it would certainly show in the statistics in England as well as in those 
of other countries. 
The basic nature of the criminal remains the seme, though the expres- 
sion of his anti-social instincts may vary. The character of the crime is de- 
termined to some extent by the degree of his degeneracy and his intellectual 
attainments. Crimes which require a considerable degree of intedligence, 
the exercise of ingenuity and craftemanship, have diminished, while those 
of violence have increased.

These new ideals look to more refined living, 
more thought given to the meaning of Tife, 
more thought for the manner of accomplish- 
ing a given result, and less regard for «mere 
money value. They involve the substitution 
of the dictates of taste for the dictates of 
fashion, not the taste of-a former day, which 
Was too apt to be a matter of whim or mere 
personal opinion, but the cultivated taste 
resulting from a knowledge of the funda- 
mental principles of art and the laws of 
beauty.

“So,”’ runs the modern amendment, “ will 
love.”

Now, in order to secure the characteristic portraits—not mere 
photographs—after which I prefer to struggle, some study of 
the subject is absolutely necessary. Often, for instance, I 
keep a subject talking for some little time before attempting 
to manipulate the camera; when, finally, the photograph is 
taken the subject is frequently quite unaware of the critical 
moment. But the briefest period of repose will tell me when 
a man is in love—or has been, for the softened expression 
rarely leaves the face entirely—and I try to work around and 
about, in the way of conversation, until I touch upon some 
topic or idea that intensifies that expression. And when I 
secure it, frequently after much study and many exposures, 
there is a picture worth having. Love—real love—brings out 
all that is best in a man and his nature, ang the picture that 
‘looks just like you at your best’ is usually the picture so 
attained.” 

Meanwhile, if you're a man and in love don’t dream that 
you can conceal it. The little blind god has set his mark full 
upon you and you might as well plan to shut-off the sunshine 
as to try hiding the happiness that transforms the world for 
you. And, since all the world loves a lover, while the man 
who has never been in love has missed uch of earth's glory,

“ When love—real love—comes to a man," says a Chicago 
photographic artist, who avers that he is “ after the charac- 
teristic expression of a sitter always, and would willingly 
sacrifice any amount of mcre prettiness or clever effects to 
attain this,”” “it makes a new man of him, simply. A plain jf 
man is often fairly transformed and glorified by the new 
look given his face and features, the new and finer expression. 
In a woman's face the change is less noticeable, perhaps be- 
cause love merely brings out and intensifies the tender and 
gentle expression natural to all normal women. A woman's 
face, of course, never expresses its fullest loveliness or beauty 


until she really has been cared for by somebody, whether hap- 
pily" or to her deepest sorrow, The caring is necessary for 
the highest development of the soul beauty that makes a 
face really inspiring. But a woman's face is apt to, be more 
tender than that of a man, anyway, and then, too, women 
are more skillful in the way of concealing their feelings than 
men are. The man who is in love simply cannot hide it. I 
know the truth the moment he stands before me—and it Is 
well for my pictures that I do. 

“'The man in love is either beamingly happy, quietly, 
tranquilly delighted, or—nervously uncertain as to the outcome 
of his passion.

Now, in order to secure the characteristic portraits—not mere 
photographs—after which I prefer to struggle, some study of 
the subject is absolutely necessary.

rarely leaves the face entirely—and I try to work around and 
about, in the way of conversation, until I touch upon some 
topic or idea that intensifies that expression. And when I 
secure it, frequently after much study and many exposures, 
there is a picture worth having.

‘looks just like you at your best’ is usually the picture so 
attained.”

Business Only Stopped Play. 
‘Jt was for a period of two years that Gary 
and Tuley played Dbililards in Santa 
time before most of the readers of this story 
were born. Gary, who virtually had stopped 
at Las Vegas en route to California, went on: 
to the completion of that trip In 1852, com- 
ing to Chicago tn 1858. Young Tuley remained 
in Santa Fé unt] 1854, when he came to Chi- 
cago, being the pioneer of the Chicago ven- 
ture. 


“Tt couldn’t make a guess as to the number 
of games that we played in Santa Fé,” said 
the judge. “ We had just one measure of the 
time that was not to be devoted to playing 
—business hours. All other time was open, 
and especially Saturday afternoons and until 
10 or 11 o'clock at night; all holidays and 
some Sundays. Fifty cents’a game was a 
stiff price, but was in keeping with terri- 
toria! conditions and times, and we always 
seemed to have the price. 

‘For the most part we played the four 
pocket game, and on a table much bigger 
than ‘the tables nowinuse. Alsoit was much 
more elaborate and expensive in its makeup 
than is the average table of the present. The 
length of the game wou!ld average half an 
hour, perhaps, and we once figured that in 
playing it we walked an average of two 
miles. This, with the positions taken by the 
body and the work of using the cues, is sug- 
gestive of the exercise of the game. Every 
game we played was a iding game, played 
with all the intentness of purpose that we 
could summon. Neither of us was a good 
player in all that the term may mean at bil- 
liards. As to special points in the game, I 
may say that I could draw and hole a ball 
better than Gary could, while I had to give 
him the credit of a better measurement of 
angles—naturally he is a better mathema- 
tician than I am.

95 cents a day than for $2,500 sounds 
like a whimsical] paradox, but it is the 
solemn truth. Vastly more people have 


: (pe to live in Chicago for 


had to live for the 26 cents than have 
had command of the $2,500, and out of their 
accumulated experience comes the answer. 

To see how the living on a quarter is done 
touches many significant spots in Chicago 
life. To examine into the methods used by 
him who may epend $2,500 Is to reap curious 
information which in the nature of things is 
more alluring than useful. 

There was @ book published not long ago. 
In the ocean of books it attracted more read- 
era than some of its multitudinous fellows 
simply because its hero was compelled to 


. spend $1,000,000 In a year. There have been 


other books with practically the same theme 
as their center point. There have been count- 
legs essays written by the rich and by those 
who would be rich, the lesson of which was 
to teach how money may be spent gracefully. 

But there is nothing in those books nor in 
those eseays that could help a man who, say, 
as he goes to his work tomorrow, is handed 


twenty-five $100 bille and toid to use them in |. 
‘living during the ensuing twenty-four hours, 


But hand a man 26 cents and tell hint that 
the quarter is all the money he is to see be- 
fore Tuesday. morning and his powers of ex- 
penditure will become marvelously quick- 
ened. He will fulfill the obligation. He will 
live on his quarter. 


Man with Wealth Will Fail. 


The man who is to live on his $2,500 will 
fail. Why? | 

Suppose we imagine the course of the for- 
tunate man to whom is given the twenty-five 
$100 bills. He is to stay.in Chicago for one 
day and live onthe money. Canhedoit? It 
80, how? 

He is to have none of the money left when 
the sun comes up Tuesday morning. There- 
fore he must go to his work and arrange that 
Monday shall be his holiday. The most loose 
handed spendthrift that ever lived could not 
spend $2,600 in one day if he staid in his office 
or his factory. 

He will not use the street car or the elevated 
railroad if he has thatamountofmoney. He 
will drive downtown. If he goes in a hansom 
his bill, no matter from what point within 
the city limits he starts, will mot be more than 
$10. If he has a four wheeler this will be 
doubled. Only $20 gone. 

He may induige himself at the office and in 
commemoration of his good luck with cigars 
and perhaps with champagne for his friends.

He goes to any of the places where the best 
may be bought for the best money. He will 
have trouble upon trouble trying to spend 
that $80 at one fell luncheon.

morning is wearing on. 
May Win in Speculating. 

He will speculate. He has read that the 
man who is the cotton in the New York : 
exchange just now made half a million dol- 
lars by simply going upon the floor of the 
exchange and uttering two werds. But the 
cottwn king knows more about the exchange 
in a minute than our man could learn in a 
week and a half. What if our man should 


z utter two wrong words? Then he would have 
more money than he would know what to do 


with. But before he gets a chance to utter 
any words he must get upon the floor either 


eof the stock exchange or of the board of 


trade. A membership in either costs more 
than he has. He will work through a broker. 
But the broker would like to know who he is, 
would like to explain the state of the market, 
would like to be sure about his margins. 

It is now about 11 o’clock. If the deal goes 
the wrong way the man knows that all his 
money will be wiped out.

There are no matinées on Monday. He 
may go to the races or toa ball game. He 
decides the trip out will take too !ong, and 
that, as he knows nothing absolutely about 
the relative merits of the bail teams or the 
horses, he may win if he bets any money. 

He buys jewelry, but sends it back to the 
shop. He knows that the surest sign of the 
nouveau. riche is the purchase of inappropri- 
ate jewels. Even with his money he does 
not wish to court criticism.

Despite affliction He Mules Perfeet 
Record tn Accuracy.

NCLE SAM until recently had a ser- 
+ vant who could stand on one leg and 

make a record of 100 per cent in throw- 

ing letters while the train on which 

he was working was making sixty 
miles an hour.. 
The reason that he did not stand on both 
legs was that he didn’t have them. He is 
still in the government's employ, working at 
his old job, but now he stands on two legs, 
and this fact occasions a story of an inter- 
esting and faithful work against odds in the 
United States railway'mall service. 
Twenty years ago Frank H. Miller was a 
switchman in the Burlington yards at Ot- 
tumwa. While at his work he suffered the 
loss of a leg. After he got on his feet, or 
rather his foot, he* worked at anything he 
could find, and occasionally found a tem- 
porary job in subbing for one of the regular 
clerks in the service. Finally he applied 
for a regular runand gotit. From short runs* 
he graduated to one of the most tmportant 
in the service and is now running on the Bur- 
lington fast mail between Chicago and Bur- 


» lington, residing at the latter place, 


Unable to Use Short Member. 


Ever since he has been in the service he has 
been handicapped by the loss of his leg, but 
he has fou off all obstacles encountered 
thereby. He early accustomed himself to 
stand on one leg, his good one, and to rest 
the stump on the little table below the rack. 
This irritated the short member, and he con- 
trived various schemes to ease himself while 
at work. it belng impossible to do the work 
in any but a standing position. He used a 
erutch, but this injured his arm pit by the 
shaking of the car. Then he tried an arti- 
ficial leg, but was unable to find any that 
would serve him in his peculiar and quite un- 
usual need. 

He found it impossible to fasten a wooden 
leg to his stump without causing a soreness 
thereon. The leg had been amputated so 
close to the hip that it was next to impossible 
to get any kind of an artificial member to 
stay on. He hunted the country over for the 
right thing. all the time keeping up his work 
tn the postal car. |

ping the institution with good teaching ma-~-

Cant Peter Kelly, who is in command of

When I asked him why, he said it was be- 
cause the advertising man wasin the position 
of the book agent and the life insurance man 
—each owing his existence to the fact that 
there was a law preventing the business man 
from killing them off. . 
“The fellow went on to ask what I meant’ 
- to do in Cleveland, and I told him I was going 
for a contract from one of ‘the biggest cor- 
porations in the place. He told me that he 
was going downto sell a bill of goods to the 
game house.. When. I asked him his business 
he said with a show of pride that it was 
heavy machinery... I asked the name of the 
man in the house with whom he did busi- 
ness and he told me it was the foreman of 
the machine shop. There was where I had 
“him. ‘Now,’ I said, ‘we are going to thé 
game house on business, but I am to talk with 
the president of the institution and you are 
to talk with the greasy foreman in the shops. 
Which has the better job?’ 

It rubbed him,”’ concludes Mr. Lord, but 
I had opportunity to rub him still further the 
next day when I met him as I was going out 
to luncheon with the president of the house 
and asked him why he wasn’t invited to go 
out and eat withthe foreman!” . 

While Mr. Lord, at 60 years old, is retiring 
from the successful business of which he has 
been one of the heads for so long, he feels 
that the business which he has followed for 
a generation is just in its infancy. He is not 
sure that there have not been extravagances 
in some of the recent advertising hits and 
misses creditéc to the business world. He 
thinks that in the line of illustrations more 
money is spent than has been. necessary. At 
the same time he argues that new, and still 
newer, necessities will arise for advertising, 
and that while the individual volume of it 
may be cut, the general necessity will make 
for more advertisers and more advertising 
room in publications c? all classes.

He had come in here deter- 
mined to begin the publication of his ads at 
oncé and he went out many dollars ahead of . 
what he would have,been had he gone on 
with his ideas. After the holidays he ought 
to make a hit with his scheme.

Mrs. Basche, 
who had been in most vigorous health, sent 
word she was suffering from a sudden and 
“serious iNness when the summons came for 
her to appear in court. 

The suspicions of the police authorities 
were arcused. They sent a physician to ex- 
amine into the condition of the invalid. He 
found no tndications of ill health and wrote 
out an affidavit to that effect. 

Mrs. Basche was obstinate and refused to 
#0 to court. She feigned faints and ‘hys- 
terics and various other things. But it was 
no use. The doctor declared she was not 
sick. There was no alternative. An ambu- 
lance was sent for. She was taken out on‘a 
stretcher, placed in the wagon, and carried 
in state to the city hall. : 

She was lifted from the ambulance and 
‘borne into court on a stretcher. Though 
lacking some of the grandeur and splendor 
of royalty, her appearance as she entered 
the temple of law in her night robes and 
eliderdown quilts created quite as much 
rore among the attendants as did the fair 
Cleopatra when she reclined in the midst of 
an adoring throng. The courtroom was 
crowded, Never before in the history of the 
city had anything so @tartling occurred as a 
woman being brought into court in her night 
gown.

| BATTLE 10 DEATH. 


| Shark and Swordfish Attack Whale | 


to Death * 


| NE of the rarest as well as one of the 
most thrilling spectacies ever beheld 
by a human being was witnessed off 
the coast of Alaska by Dr. and Mrs. 

Webster Fox of Philadelphia, who 
have just returned from the Kiondike. In 
a sea lashed by many big fish they saw a 
thrasher shark and a swordfish attack a 
whale, and in a long and terrific battle slowly 
hack the great cetacean to death. 

Not only Dr. and Mrs. Fox, but an entire 
shipload of passengers were spectators at 
this combat. So furious was the attack and 
so agile, despite their size, the warring fishes, 
that to the witnesses it first appeared to bea 
battle between prehistoric monsters. 


Dr. Fox’s Story of the Fight. . 

“The fight took place on a Saturday after- 
noon, Aug. 20, shortly before we entered 
Juneau,” said Dr. Fox. “ We were on the 
steamer Cottage City, Capt. Wallace, trav- 
eling northward through that wonderful in- 
land sea which stretches 1,000 miles from 
Vancouver to Skaguay. 

“At 2 o’elock we were leaving A 
island. The sheltered sound at this point {fs

whales, and on this memorable afternoon we 
had been running through a school scattered 
on either hand, blowing and diving and sleep- 
ing on the surface, 

“Someone ‘on board shouted that a 
thrasher was attacking a whale. The ship's 
speed was slackened, and as the r pas- 
sengers crowded to the rail it gave a list to 
port. Man has never witnessed a more feéear- 
ful conflict than that which occurred the next 
half hour. 


-Leaped Like a Brook Trout. 


“The thrashér is a most peculiar fish. 
While it isin shape the counterpart of a 
shark, its main weapon of offehse, instead 
of its mouth, Ie its tail, the tips of which 
are as hard as bone. 

"“ Before the startled whale could get into 
motion the long. black, flail like tall we had 
seen polse and strike repeated the blow three 
or four times in quick succession. The re- 
port of every blow came to us across the 
water as though @ man had slapped his thigh 
with his palm in our midst. . 

“Then the whale dove, and it was plainly 
his intention to sweep the enemy from his 
hold by a rush. But neither fish remained 
under water long. With a leap Iike that of 
a monster brook trout the whale cleared 
the surface, and for an instant formed a 
huge arch. He was free of the water from 
his head to the tip of his tail. Ashe dropped 
in again he began to squirm and struggle 
and churn with his tall, until the sea seemed 
to boil for the space of an acre or more. 


Swordfish Joins in Fight. 


* Notwithstanding that up to this time we 
had noticed only the whale and the thrasher 
shark, it quickly became apparent that a 
third combatant wasin the field. This com- 
batant we soon learned was a swordfish, the 
thrasher’s thevitable hunting companion. 

“The swordfish grows to a_ length of 
twelve and fifteen feet, with a sword three 
or four feet long, but smal) as he is in com- 
parison to the whale, he is capable of doing 
terrible execution with his weapon. It is 
an established fact that a large swordfish 
oan ram through eight Inches of oak, 

“When the combat had continued for fif- 
teen minutes the shark accomplished what 
appeared to be his objective point. He ob- 
tained a grip with his teeth upon the whale’s 
jaw and as he clung there delivered blow 
after blow upon his monster enemy’s quiv- 


ering side. 

“The swordfish did not leap fully out of 
the water, as did the other two, but it was 
plain from the behavior of the whale, when 
he dove for a respite from the thrasher, that 


he was being given an uncomfortable time 
below. 
Death of the Whale. | 

“And so the fight raged. The whale, 
driven from the dépths by the swordfish, 
would leap clear of the water, and then, 
falling back, would dash back and forth 
until finally the water was dyed red all 
about. 


“At each cénvulsive leap toward the end | 


cf the fight the whale seemed to grow weak- 
er, while the 
maintained their etrength. There was only 
one way for the battle to terminate, and so 
in the end the whale lay still upon the sur- 
face. He was dead. 

* When all was over our ship gathered way

Parisienne Aitempts Sel/-Destruction 
by Swallowing Fever Culture. 


ROM Paris comes the news of a new 
method of suicide. While novel in con- 
ception, it is not likely to meet with 
much encouragement on account of the 
uncertainty and pain of the procedure 

and the difficulty of procuring the necesg- 
sary material for self-destruction. 

A young woman patient in a hospital ob- 
tained several culture tubes containing a 
mixture in which Eberth’s bacillus of typhoid 
fever was being cultivated. She swallowed 
the contents of the tubes with the result 
of acquiring a beautifully typical attack of 
typhoid. 

A feature of this method of self-destruction 
which will incline to make it unpopular with 
tramps is that, in the course of treatment of 
the fever, as was the case with this young 
woman, frequent cold baths are given. The 
woman became ill at the end of ten days 
and In the course of the disease received 176 
baths. She eventually recovered.

After 
this the patient is subjected to a hot air and 
electrical bath. Then he has ten minutes of 
physical exercise. 

Two hours of this treatment every day for 
three months Is said to Increase the height 
from three to eight inches. 


Cures Blindne 


BRITISH oculist has called attention 

to a new and indirect method of treat- 

| ing tobacco blindness, and notes the 

extraordinary fact that the chief 

trouble in this disease is traceable to 

the stomach ag the primary source. Excessive 

smoking, as is well known, causes in many 

individuals partial and sometimes total blind- 

ness. Tobacco blindness (afd also the failure 

of vision which comes from the excessive use 

of alcoholic beverages) is remarkable because 

of the absence of any change in the structure 
of the eye itself. 

Microscopic examination In these cases has 
disclosed peculiar alterations in the ganglion 
cells of the retina, and these changes were 
formerly believed to have been produced by 
the poison of the tobacco itself. Three years 
ago a Philadelphia physician published the 
opinion that the alteration in the cells, fol- 
lowed by failing vision, was not produced by 
the nicotine itself, but by poisons which the 
nicotine created in the system. These sec- 
ondary poisons, finding their way to the eye, 
modified the cells in the retina, this modifica- 
tion being followed by inadequate power of 
vision or by loss of vision altogether. 

With this origina] suggestion for a starting 
point, other observers took up the tnvestiga- 
tion with the result that the seat of the 
trouble has been located. This is found to lie

Several interesting cases are of 
complete cures by this method. One patient, 
an excessive smoker, whose eyes were rapidly 
falling, was treated for indigestion. The 
stomach was pumped out and found to con- 
tain evidences of gastritis. The man’s diet 
was corrected, his tobacco cut off, and other 
remedies of a hygienic kind were applied. In 
a few weeks the blindness had disappeared. 

These facts seem to clear up the mystery 
attaching In genera] to tobacco blindness. 
Some men can smoke to excess without im- 
pairing the eyes, while others are affected in 
that way by a much smaller quantity of smok- 
ing. This anomaly can be understood when 
it is remembered that it is the stomach and 
not the eyes upon which the nicotine acts 
directly. Some stomachs can resist the poi- 
son making force of the tobacco; others can- 
not, and it is those whose stomachs are alf- 
fected by the use of the weed that suffer 
from blindness. Smokers should therefore 
have an eye to their digestion.
